MownMourTs, III., Aug. 17.—The Eleventh Con- 
gressiona!l District Republican Coaventioa as- 
sembied here today to nominate a candidate for 

Congress. Ig spite of the fact that everything 

pointed to the renomination of Col. B. F. Marsh, 

the conVention brought together a goodiy num- 
ber of Republicans from all over the district. 

The almost unprecedented vigor with which the 

canvass has been vonducted awakened an inter- 

est which kept up to the very end. That inter- 
est was largely increased by the Hancock 

County contest and its probable outcome 

in the convention. The sitting delegaics 

from Hancock County were for Maj. K. 

W. McCiaughrey ana the contestants for Col. 

Marsh, who had forty-nine votes without them, 

ortwo more than were necessary to nominate 

him. McOlaughrey, providing his eighteen sit- 
ting delegates from Hancock were allowed to 

retain their seats, had twenty-four. and W. II. 

Gest, the Rock Isiand candidate, twenty. Under 

all ordinary circumstances, a candidate with an 

undisputed majority might be expected to give 
up a contest over a delegation whose votes 
could be of poearthiy use to him. Col. Marsh 
and his contesting delegation from Hancock 

County failed to take that view of it. 

Personal pride demanded that the Hau- 

cock County fight be fought out in 


the convention. No candidate was ever yet 
willing to admit or allow it to appear that his 
own county bad gone aguinst him. The Marsh 
canvass in Warren, McDonough, and Mercer has 
proceeded all along on the strength of the claim 
that Marsh his own county. Having 
made that claim, be could not go back on u by 
abandoning the contest. It was just possible, 
too, that there might be three or four weak 
sisters among the uncontested Marsh delegates. 
These, in addition to the combined McCiaughre 


and Gest forces, in case Hancoc 
County eeptest were dropped, would 
result in a majority the other way. A rumor to 


this effect got abroad before the convention 
met, and, while the Marsh men professed to take 
i 

e t no time ia looking for the 
alleged ks. The delegates were duly cate- 
chised, and ¢ach and all of them pronounced 
sound. Still the Marsn men concluded to vindi- 
cate their pride, to keep up a record for con- 


‘sistency, und to take no risks. There was 
another reason for not dropping the con- 
test. The ultimately successful Hancock 


deiegation would have the right to name the 
Congressional committeeman from Hancock 
County, and the Marsh forces had set their 
hearts on his being a Marsh man. There will be 
another Con ional gut two years from now, 
and a committeeman is a handy thing to bave 
on their side. For these various reasons, it was 
decided that the contest must go on. 

The convention met at II o’eiock in the opera- 
house, and was called to order by William Baird, 
of Curthage, Hancock County. the Mars Chair- 
man of the Congressional District Committee. 

A Marsb delegate from Mercer nominated 
George Snyder, of Moumouth, a Marsh man, for 
temporary Chairman. A Marsu delegate from 
Schuyler secended the nomination. Capt. Suy- 
der was duly elected, and proceeded to make a 

lea for harmony, and to express the hope and 

lief that the nominee would be elected, who- 
ever he might be. 

The Committee on Credentials was made up 
of one member from each county, excepting 
Hancock. Thus constituted it consisted of 
four Marsh men, one McUlaugbrey man, and 
one Gest man. Hancock was offered double 
represectation on these committees, but 
the sitting and the contesting dele- 
gates promptly declared that they didn't 
want any half vote business in 
theirs. and at their own request they were ac- 
cordingly ieft off. 

The convention thereupon took a recess for 
dinner, and the Committee on Credentials got 
down to business. 

The committee, after three hours’ labor, 
brought in a majority report admitting both 
delegations. 

Bryan, of Henderson, and Sturgeon, of Rock 
Island, made a minority report in favor of the 
McCiaughrey delegates. 

After an animated discussion the majority re- 
port was unally adopted by Marsh votes. 

Then came the sensational event of the con- 
vention. Mr. Berry, of Hancock, declared that 
the McUlaughbrey men had a clear undisputed 
majority in the Hancock County Convention. 


Under the circumstances they did not pro- 
pose to accept a haif vote. hey 
were entitled to eighteen votes or 
none. There was one place, however, 


where every Republican could cast his vote, and 
where the majority must rule, and that was the 
ballot-box. 

This somewhat startling announcement was 
received with applause and cheers from the 
Hancock Cotinty men and their friends. The 
cheering was redoubled when the eighteen Mc- 
Claugbrey meu trom Hancock gut up and left 
the convention in a body. A few of the Marsh 
men puta bald face on the matter by crying 
510 a 28 , 

The remaining proceedings were tamely un- 
interesting. 

The resoiutions led off witha somewhat in- 
consistent demand tor a free ballot and a fair 
count. The resulytions further pronounced in 
favor of a modified tariff; declared it the duty 
of Congress to regulate railroad, express, and 
telegraph charges, and took ground against the 
use of prison in competiuon with skilled labor. 
They aiso threw a sop tothe Greenbackers by 
favoring Congressional legislation which would 
enable the States to tax legai-tender United 
States notes on an equality with gold and silver 
during the time they are redeemabie in coin by 
the Treasury. The resoiutions wound up with 
an indorsement of the Hennepin Canal. 

A delegate from Henderson sarcastically 
moved to except Hancock County from the res- 
olution in favor of a free baliot and a fair 
count. He was promptly declared out of order. 

The candidates were duly named, and one 
ballot settled it. -seven votes were neces- 
sary to nominate. arsh got nine votes in 
Hancock, fifteen in McDonough, tweive in Mer- 
cer, eight in Schuyler, and fourteen in Warren; 
total, 58. Gest got 121 Rock Island, and 
McClaugbhrey six in Henderson. 

After ing the new Congressional Commit-

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 17.—The Trades Assembly 
has finally reached a decision as to the course it 
will pursue in the approaching campaign. Va- 
rious reports and rumors have prevailed in re- 
gard to the matter, and there has been a wide 
difference of opinion as to the probabie influ- 
ence to be exerted by the Trades Assembly in 
the campaign; but, so far as formal action is 
concerned, the organization is now before the 
public as a factor of a most important nature in 


connection with the politics of this Congression- 
al district—this county and the city. The 
assembly has decided to go into the 
campaign for a county ticket and mem- 
bers ot tne Legisiature, leaving the question 
of acting on the subject of nominating a Con- 
gressmau to be settled in the future.

EQUALIZATION. 


Operations of the State Board Which 
Evens Up the Taxes. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 17.—The State Board 
of Equalization simply met and adjourned to- 
day. This will be its program for some time to 
come, as there is nothing that the board as a 
body can do until some of the committees have 
completed their work. Meanwhile the commit- 
tees are holding daily sessions and getting their 
business under way. Mr. W. H. Henkle, clerk of 
the board, has prepared for its use a comparative 
statement of the assessments of the real and 
personal property of each county in the State 
as made by the local Assessors for tne years 
1881 and 1882, which exhibits an interesting 
state of affairs in some of the counties.

THE COLLECTOR AT NEW YORK MUST NOT 
ENTERTAIN NOTICE OF A FREIGHT LIEN.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 17.—The Solicitor of 
the Treasurv. in reply to a communicadon from 
the Collector of the Port of New York regard- 
ing lien on rreight imported to Western cities, 
bas decided that freight is only payable at the 
point of destination. The decision is as fol- 
lows: 

“The letter of the Collector of the Port of 
New York raises the quest/on whether notices of 
lien fur freight on goods intended for immediate 
transportation and transit can be entertained 
by him. The act of June 10, 1880, provides ia 
substance that imported goods destined 
tor immediate transportation shall be trans- 
ferred directly from the importing vessel 
under proper supervision to the car, etc., in 
which they are to be transported, securely fast- 
ened witb locks and seals, under the exclusive 
control of the officers of the customs, to the Col- 
lector at the port of destination. By law the 
right to duties accrues when the goods arrive at

WiInNiPea, Man., Aug. 17.—The work of grad- 
ing and track-laying on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway goes bravely on far west. The grad- 
ers are busy as nailers all the way between Leo- 
pold and Swift-Current Creek, and vegotiations 
are now pending between Langdon, Sheperd & 
Co. and the sub-contractors of the North- 
ern Pacifico for the letting of the scc- 
tion between Swift-Current Creek and 
the crossing of the South Saskatchewan.

THE DUEL TRIAL, 


The Interest in the Trial of Garland 
for Milling Addison in a Duel in 
Virginia Still Unabated—A Faithful 
Negro—Points So Far Brought Out 
im the Case. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Lunensurna Court-Hovss, Va., Aug. 17.—The 
trial of Richard Garland, the slayer of Joseph 
Addison, is progressing but slowly. The counsel 
of both sides are contesting every inch of 
ground and watching each other witb eagerness 
to see that no poipt of advantage is lost in pre- 
senting their respective sides. The crowd con- 
tinues as large as on the first day, and the in- 
terest, if anything, is increased as the time for 
submitting the case to the jury draws near. 
Despite the fact that, since the opening of this 
celebrated trial, the village bas been 
bourly thronged with visitors. it 
is a busy time with the farmers bereabouts. I 
am told by those who ought to know that when 
the argument of the eminent counsel on both 
sides open the attendance will be greatly in- 
creased. If that is the case, how the addiuonal 
spectators will find standing room about the 
little court-bouse is a mystery which is interest- 
ing to bave solved. Day by day the court-room 
and the corridors and porches outside are liter- 
ally jammed with eager spectators. Drury A. 
Hinton, leading counsel for the prosecution, 
and Phillip H. McKinney, who occupies the 
same position of counsel for the defense, 
will make the bigwest effort of their lives in the 
argument of this case. Both have considerable 
reputation as court orators. 

Richard Garland, the prisoner, is not looking 
so well as be did when the trial opened Monday 
last. The bot weather and the suspense he is 
undergoing are telling upon him rapidly. He 
has fallen off very perceptibly since the first day 
he was arraigoed. The jail in which the prison- 
er is contined is not closed. Garland is on the 
firet floor of that institution. When 
friends or others want to converse 
with him they go up to his cell 
window, which is only four feet above the 
ground. He enjoys his meals and a good cigar. 


If there is not an acquittal there will probably | 


be a hung jury. Everything, however, depends 
upon the instructions of the Judge to the jury. 
He bas followed the case with the greatest care, 
and is studying upon it. The leading case relied 
on by the commonwealth is Vaden vs. The State, 
that went up to the Supreme Court from this 
county. The facts of the case are that there was 
a difficulty at Vaden's house during a bail, and 
Winn Droased went away. Vaden found him 
near an hour afterward and killed him. The 
court beld that Vaden bad bad ample time for 
his auger to cool, Vaden was sent to the State 
Prison. 

Garland's father, Mr. David Garland. is con- 
stautly by his side. He comes into court with 
him every morning, and remains by bis side 
during all the tedious bours of the trial. When 
his son is removed to jail at night,the noble oid 
father follows him out and rewains with him as 
long as possibile. The sire is probably one of the 
most-popular men in Lunenburg. Young David 
Garland, a brother of the accused, is also con- 
stantly by his side. 

Among the daily attendants upon the trial is 
a gray-haired old negro man, whose form is bent 
from labor, and ne is at least three-score years. 
The old darkey lives eight or ten miles 
from this place, but has never missed 
being present an hour since the trial 
opened. He walks home at the close of 
the session of the court at night, and is on band 
betimes in the morning, ready to press his way 
through the crowd to get a piace in the court- 
room. The old negro bas known Garland ever 
since the young man’s birth. He was owned by 
some of tne prisoner's relatives or connections, 
and takes the deepest interest in the proceed- 
ings. Of all the vast crowd that daily throng the 
little court-room, excepting Garland's relatives, 
there is not a face that scems to bear upon 
it the impress of a deeper interest 
in the prisoner’s welfare than this simple- 
minded old biack man. de sits with his chin 
upon his hands and watches Garland by the 
hour. Whenever one of bis counsel makes a 
savage retort to some of the other side the old 
negro seems to be delighted. He walks into the 
Village in the morning with his lunch of corn- 
cake and bacon in an old army baversack. 
During the recess of the court the old freedman 
goes out under some tree near dy and munchbes 
away on his food. Long before the court 
ussembies de is promptiy on hand to 
get his accustomed place. At night, when 
the court closes and Garland is remanded to 
jail, the eyes of the old fellow follow bim as 
wisttuily as if the young fellow were his own 
son until he is out of sight. 

Another person who takes a deep interest in 
Addison's slayer is an old negro woman who 
lives in a log but afew miles out of town. She 
never fails to inquire of every person whom she 
thinks bas any iuformation how the trial is pro- 
gressing, and what is likely tobe done with 
Garland. She, too, has known the young man 
all his life. 

The young fellow is popular all through this 
couuty. The deceased, too, was highly regarded 
by all who knew him, but he had not been in the 
county mavy years, and was not, of course, as 
generally known as the man who is ou trial for 
the murder. 

A considerable stress is made by the defense 
upon the fact that Miss Hatchett’s private note 
sent to Addison with Garland’s letter is missing, 
aithough all the others have been produced. 
The counsel for the prisoner, wheu they come to 
argue tbe case, will dwel upon that 
point, and make it tell with 
the jury for all they cas. One of the weuk 
piaces in the evidence for the prosecution is 
that the witness Eanes, who was one of the 
friends who accompanied the deceased to the 
battlefield, quoted Jones, another friend present 
on that occasion, as saying, when they two were 
talking about Boswell's first visit, that Addison 
would knock Garland dowu quicker tban light- 
ning, and that if the prisoner came with a pistol 
Addisou would riddle him with bullets before 
Garland could draw. If Eanes quoted correct- 
ly. it would tend to sbow that de- 
ceased expected an attack, and that firearms 
might be used. The court rules this evidence 
out. Still the jury beardit, and it may make 
some impression upon them. One of the jury is 
a Northern man whohas settled in this county. 
The well-known antipathy felt by Northerners to 
dueling or resort to the use of deadly weapons 
in settlement of persouul matters rather causes 
the defense to fear this juror. 

Today Eanes and Jones, two witnesses for the 
prosecution, who were present at the fight, were 
recalled to testify to some finishing points. 
After these statements the Commonwealth 
ceased their evidence, with the understanding 
that they may introduce some rebuttal testi- 
mony. 

Mr. Hinton, of counsel for the prosecution, 
proposed that the jury visit the spot where the 
affray took place. 

The detense saw no use in this course, 
offered no opposition. The jury concluded that 
it would be an unnecessary waste of time, 

The defense opeved their evideoce today. W, 
W. Boswell, brother-in-law of the prisoner, and 
who acted as his adviser and friend during the 
correspondence and at the fight, was examined 
at great length. Boswell is a splendid-looking 
nan, about 45 years old, dark, with gruyisa- 
luck hair. He tavors Gilbert F. Walker. who 
was the accideutai Governor of the State soon 
after the days of reconstruction. Boswell made 
a good witness. His evidence consisted prin- 
cipally of reiating now the correspondeuce re- 
sulted between Gariund and Miss Hatchett. He 
related also what occurred on the ground during 
the fight. Allof these latter points have been 
— concurred ju by other witnesses, whose 
evidence has been referred tw in these 
dispatches. The questions and objections of 
counsel are too DUInecrous to note during today. 

Ihe jury and the reporters ali sit ina row and 
look like a ful bench of the Supertor Court. 
The oppressive heat of the court-room has 
forced three or four of the jurors to follow the 
prisoners ekampie and remove their coats. 
Every one of the twelve is armed with un im- 
mense palm-leat fan, which be keeps in constant 
motion. Today two of the jurors have been 
really sick and hadto be under medical treat- 
mont. A great deal has been said about 
the missing ictier of Miss Hatehett to 
Addison. It has never beeu produced, but I 
icarn that among other contents Miss Hatchett 
stated to Mr. Addison in it that she released bim 
irom bis engagement with her— that is, tue sec- 
ond and last engagement which existed between 
them. The lady suid that she considered it her 
duty to follow this course after the reports 
about the alleged flirting which bad been eircu- 
lated. This letter was cither burned or carried 
to Baltimore. This statement accounts for the 
fact that Mr. Addison's triends sometimes su 
t he was not engaged to the lady. 

Among the evidence introduced in this case 
are the two pistols Audison owned; that is, the 
five-shooter be bought at Blick and W bites, and 
anotber for which be could get no cartridges; 
also. the loug-biaded pocket-kuife Addison pad 
borrowed, but which is not yet proved to have 
been in bis possession at the shooting; the four- 
suooter woich Gariand curried, the pistol Roach 
curried, and the pistol Bosweil carried. Eanes, 
one ot Addison's friends, bad admitted that 
ne bad a pistol, of which, however, Addi- 
son bad mo knowledge, but that is not 
in court, but bas been asked fur, and it will be 
produced, Capt. McKinney asked this morning 
that the coat and pants worn by Addison be pro- 
duced, no doubt witb a view to showing where 
he carried bis pistol, and Judge Hiaton prom- 
ised that they should be. Maj. Lee remarked 
BettO voce, We wouid rather aave the letter 
—ineaning, no doubt, Miss Hatchett's letter pot 
yet introduced or published.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
SARATOGA, N. V., Aug. 17.—Ia the Bankers’ 
Association Mr. Hewey, of Mobile, gave a briocf 
account of the crop-prospects in the Southern 
States, which are good. The planters of Ala- 
bama are getting rid of their incubus of debt. 
The miveral wealth of the State is great, and 
only needs capital to develop it. The impfove- 

ment of rivers is doing much for the State. 
Logan H. Roots, President of the Merchants’ 
Bank, Little Rock, gave a glowing accoumt of 
the progress and present prosperous condition 
of business in that State. Old times, when 
planters considered it necessary to keep 
in debt to their commission merchants, 
have passed away, and the new crop is being 
made with great economy, so that the planters 
will have much money ahead next fall and win- 
ter. He cailed forth capital to develop the min- 


eral and agricultural resuurces of Arkansas; 
also for young men toact as bookkeepers and 
accountants. 

Kh. M. Nelson, of Selma,Ala., made a brief pres- 
entation of the condition of things in Alabama. 
He told how everythwe is now prospering, and 
claimed the South to be the most prosperous 
country of the world. He eulogized Thomas 
Scott, of Pennsylvania, who opened the railroad 
there, and said now the railroads in Alabama 
cannot obtain enough cars to move the freight 
offering. ü 

A paper on the question Is More Coin Need- 
ed? was presented by Mr. Charies Ha ‘rison, of 
Pittsburg. He took the ground that more cofn 
is not needed; that there is very little necessity 
for any coin in circulation, except as small 
change, under the currency system, which will 
mort and more prevail among modern nations. 
It is necessary to have gold and silver for bauk- 
reserves and to provide for the balances iu for- 
eign exchange. No partof the National debt 
puyabie in gold will be due in less than nine 

rears. There is nearly enough gold now in the 

‘reasury to pay it, and there will be very littie 
dimeulty in getti enough already minted to 
pay the interest and the principal when it is due. 

e Hon. A. B. Hepburn, Bank Superintend- 
ent of New York, made an address on Savings- 
Bank Dividends and Investments,” which was 
in substance: ‘That a savings bank should make 
no invest ments in bank stocks, should not loan 
money upon promissory notes, should not dis- 
count paper or sell excnange, but confine itself 
to receiving deposits and investing them with as 
much permanence as was compatibie with 
safety. In view of the reduction of State and 
National debts, the scope of savings- banks must 
be enlarged, since small investors would now 
have toturntothem. Railroads, owing to their 
uncertainty, should not be invested in by sav- 
ings-banks. The reception of deposits should be 
confined to the poorer classes, and investments 
should be limited to the best securities. The 
banks should be relieved from taxation, inas- 
much as they were especially for the poorer 
classes. 

Mr. Washington B. Williams, of Jersey City. 
read a paper on “Savings-Banks ana Their 
Proper Investments.” Large deposits should be 
rejected. Good mortgages ou improved real 
estate to about half its capital should be taken 
to the highest legal limit. In case of a panic, 
the enforcement by the bank ol its sixty or 
ninety day clause would give it abundant time 
to get its allairs in order. A savings-bank 
sbould avoid locking up its funds in expensive 
bulidings. The securities to be selected are 
mortgages on productive real estate, well- 
seviect municipal obligations, and selected 
railway first mortgages. Those to be avoided 
are unimproved real estate of merely specu- 
lative value, capital stock of railway or wanu- 
facturing corporations, personal security, and 
railway-aid bonds.

Mr. W. H. Perkins, Cashier of the Capitai State 
Bank of Jackson, Mias., read za paper on * The 
lodustrial Growth of Mississippi and the Cotton 
States,” which contained the information that 
Mississippi was rapidly developing, that the crop 
prospects were good,and that railroad enter- 
prises were being prosecuted, but that what the 
State needed was money—cheap money. They 
had one National bank witha capital of $75,000, 
but they needed in the central part of the State 
a National bank with at ieast half a million cap- 
ital, which could be profitably employed in aid- 
ing manufacturers of cotton, wool, machinery, 
etc. The address concluded with the I 
aphorisms: Water will always run down bill, 
and I as firmiy believe in the survival of the ut - 
test. Help us pumpin new blood, and the old 
scabs will soon disappear.” 

A paper was also presented from Mr. William 
Brown, of Montreal, on The Proposed Estab- 
lishment of an American Bimetailic Union.” It 
advocated the mintage of American silver and 
gold as full legal tender at the current Euro- 
pean rates of 155-i0 tol. Concerted action on 
these monetary problems was demanded on the 
part of the ditfereut American States. An 
American bimetallic union covering North, 
Central, and South America was wanted. A 


congress should be-ealied at Washington to dis- 


cuss the entire question. 

The Executive Council presented a resolution, 
which was adopted, in reiation to the amount of 
notes authorized to be issued on bonds deposited 
under recent amendmeuts to the National-Bank- 
ing law. It claims that a reasonabie construc- 
tion of Sec. 10 authorizes the Controller to issue 
to banks having over $100,000 capital circulat- 
ing notes equal iu amount tothe par value of 
United States bonds deposited to secure the 
same, when the par value does not exceed 90 per 
cent of the current market value of such bonds, 
also that such construction of the law, enlarg- 
ing materially, as it would, the foundation on 
which rests the system of National-bank cur- 
rency, would be highly beneticial to all business 
interests, as it would tend to retire a considera- 
ble portion of their circulating uotes; also, that 
if the Controller of the Currency shall be up- 
able to thus construe the existing law, this con- 
vention hereby recommends such issue of circu- 
lating notes to National banks upon aforesaid 
basis. 

J. M. Fettor, of Kentucky, offered a resolu- 
tion asking that some means be sugwested by 
the Executive Committee whereby an inter- 
change of informavon regarding borrowers may 
be made between banks in the same locality, 
to prevent persons receiving too much credit. 

W. E. Gould, of Portiand, offered a resolution 
for a committee of three to take into considera- 
tion the laws of the various States regulating 
savVines-banks, and present to the association 
next year a plan for organizing and maintaining 
such institutions whereby certain essentiul feat- 
ures mav be incorporated into several State 
laws, so they may be controlled by more uni- 
form legislation. The committee appointed was 
as tollows: W. B. Gould, Portland; A. B. Hep- 
burn, New York; 8. D. Lynch, Indianapolis. 

The Committee on Nominations reported, 
presenting George 8. Coe, of New York, for re- 
election as President; L. J. Gage, Vice-Presi- 
dent First National Bank of Chicago, V ice-Pres- 
ident, with the same V ice- Presidents from other 
States and Territories as last year, except J. 
Thomas Smith, of Baitimore, in place of Daniel 
Annan, for Maryiand. The Executive Council 
is the sume as last year. The oillicers were all 
elected. 

L. Davis Horton, of Ohio, one of the delegates 
to the International Conference of Bimetallic 
Currency, thought that the subject had not re- 
ceived proper consideration in this country. 

All other papers named on the program were 
ordered inctuded in the proceedings. 

After thanks to the officers and gentiemen 
who bad presented papers, the association ad- 
journed.

The Pittsburg Manufacturers Will 

Likely Abolish the Ulli Committees.

BAD ACCIDENTS. 


The Tipping Over of a Ladle Full of 
Molten Iron Results in the Serious 
Burning of Three Men at the North 
Chicago BRolling-Millse—Crushed under 
a Wagon Wheel—A Broken Arm. 

A terrible accident occurred shortly atter 10 
o’clock last night at the North Chicago Holling- 
Millis in what is known as the converting mill. 
A large ladle filled with molten metal was upset, 
and John Rubecky, John Quinn, and Patrick 
McCauly, who chanced to be standing near, were 
frightfully burned, Rubacky and Quinoa proba- 
bly fatally. McCauley, who is married, and lives 
on McHenry street, near West North avenue, 
was taken to the St. Joseph Hospital by the 
Larrabee street patrol-wagon. It is thougbt 
that he will recover. Rubecky, who is married 
and lives on High street, near Belmont avenue, 
and Quinn, also married, and who lives at the 


corner of Eiston and Armitage avenues, were 
taken to the County Hospital in the Rawson 
street wagon, and are if a bad way. Both are 
burned from bead to foot, Rubecky’s buras be- 
ing the deepest end his condition the most crit- 
ical. Quinn, under the iniluence of narcotics, 
went tw sleep, but Rubecky, when beard from at 
l o’cloek this morning, was tossing about, and 
not expected to live many hours. 

Karly last evening Ida Burk, a 6-year-oid 
daughter of Richard Burk. of No. 65 Ambrose 
street, was gathering sbavings at Weatherai’s 
pianing mill, on Blue Island avenue, near Wood 
street, when a loaded lumber wagon driven by 
John Giese, ef No. 961 Seventeenth street, ap- 
proached suddenly and knocked ber down, one 
of tne wheels passing over her head, causing 
almost instant death. Giese claims that be did 
not see the child atall.

THE PRESCOTT MURDER. 


It Is Supposed that He Was Assaulted 
by the Dougherty Gang. 

Some of the shrewdest members of the Police 
Department are earnest in the belief that the 
mystery surrounding the murder of oid man 
Prescott, the Desplaines-street bath- house 
keeper, is at last iu a fair way of solution, and 
they look upen Gene Douguerty as the principal 
assasin in that dastardly affair. Young 
Rowley was early removed yesterday 
from the armory to Central Station in order 
that he might not be further contaminated by 
the other and more disreputable members of 
the gang, and in order that his version of the 
affair might be preserved as nearly as possible 
in its original purity. But at the same time 
Ro@iey was wanted apart from the omers in 
order that he might be closely iuterrogated on 
the Prescott murder. Several others of tho 
party under arrest were subjected to similar ex- 
aminations. The lice ollicials were very reti- 
cent as to the result of these interviews, but it 
is safe to gay that nothing of cousequence bas 
ret been elicited. Were it otherwise, they would 

ave been only too giad to announce 
that the Preseott murderers were behind the 
bars. if Dougherty is the murderer his secret 
will be very apt to come out now. Dougherty’s 
last crime ought to send him to the gallows, or 
at all events to the penitentiary for life, and an 
excellent opportunity presents itself for the 
accomplice in the crime to save his own neck by 
turping State's evidenve. It is this idea which 
impels the belief that if Dougherty is really the 
murderer the evidence against him wili be 
forthcoming. Besides, the police are in posses- 
sion of certain small particles of evidence 
which, on the theory that Dougherty is the nun, 
might prove invaluable in the hands of a prac- 
tical detective.

A FLOOD OF OIL. 


Reservoirs and Tanks Overflow From 
Increased Production. 
Philadetphta Press. 

BRADFORD, Pa., Aug. 11.—The greed of the 
Cherry Grove Operators has overreached itself 
and the spectacie is presented of the production 
being sowreatiy and suddenly augmented as to 
fil all available reservoirs, and to so swell the 
aggregate that the numerous pipe-iines which 
have made connections with the worid are not 
able to take care of the oil now being produced, 
and much is flowing over the top tanks 
and going to waste on the ground or coursing 
down the little streams of the region. The won- 
derful effect of the glycerine in increasing the 
production of a well is illustrated by the fac 
that wells wkith a week ago were down to 100 
barrels per day have, by the use of torpedoes, 
been brought up to a daily average of from 
2,000 to 2,500 barrels, and are holding up to that 
figure. On Aug. 1 the production of Cherry 
Grove was 20,000 or 22,000 barrels, and the pipe- 
lines were taking. care of the oil without 
trouble; now the oll is running to waste. This 
state of affairs was shown ont market today, 
which was dull, weak, and lower, with a light 
show of present improvement. It is expected 
that a dozen prolific producers will be tinished 
the comme week on Lot 336, besides as many 
more in other secdons. The Thornton Ou Com- 
pany, in Division 15. and the Duke and Harris. 
on Division 18, Lot 672, are in sand, and each 
showing for 500 burreis in the first twenty-four 


ported, makes good tne east end of Lot 658. The 
Corner Well, on the southeast corner of Lot 608. 
will probabiy make a Small producer. It is west 
of the Mineral Run Oli Company's dry-hole in 
610, and was considered doomed. The Shaunon 
Well on the Couper tract, Forest County, still 
attracts the attention of land speculators, Oil 
is running duwn the stream below the well in 
considerable quantities, and those making the 
venture begin to think there may be something 
in the new eld after all, Several shrewd Cherry 
Grove speculators have gone down to Forest 
County with a view of securing lands in the 
event of the new field doing as well as the latest 
reports would indicate. 

RADFORD, Pu., Aug. 13.—Cherry Grove can 
be fairly estimated as throwing out crude pe- 
troleum from its sixty-one wells at the rate of 
about 45,000 barrels per day. The Oil City Der- 
rick, referring to the great waste of crude pe- 
troleum, says: The amount of oil that is going 
to waste every day in the ‘on | Grove district 
is not smaliby any means. ben tauks run 
Over in this prolific section, it does not ooze 
over the top, or leave the tank in drops or a 
trickling lutte stream. It just pours over in a 
beavy stream that is a sight to see. It is won- 
derful to see the effecta shot bas on a well in 
the Ckerry Grove district. Wells that have 
dropped below 100 barrels in a few days are re- 
vived to the tune of 2.000 to 2,500, and they seem 
to bold up well too. But the production in 
many cases is running on the ground, so it 
doesn’t make muoh difference. The flows after 
a shot come Very strong. To prepare for it the 
owners chain down the connections securely 
and rest the tools on the top of the cusing head. 

A dispatck from Farnsworth says: It a man 
was able to take care of the oil that is running 
down the bilisides, be could soon become rica, 
even at present prices. The little streams are 
swollen by the green flood as if a sudden storm 
bad burst upon them. Tanks are siopping over. 
and large streams pour from the wells out upon 
the ground. Notwithstanding this, those who 
own wells that have not been shot are chasing 
up the pipe-line men, and asking them to re- 
lieve the tanks se that they can torpedo their 
wells. It is the same desire to get all the oil be- 
fore their peighbors do that has actuated the 
producers in every field. If they are not more 
conservative, the chances are that the amount 
of oil going to waste will be greatly increased in 
the next week, and the chances for a great fire 
will be very good With the streams ana the 
hilisides covered with oil, and the woods dry 
from summer heat, a fire, once started, would 
sweep over the neid with terrible rapidity.’

Nicholas Johns, a Waiter in the 
“Opera” Restaurant, 
Shot Dead —

By Eugene Dougherty, a Well-Known 
Thief and Recently Discharged 
Convict. 


A few minutes after 7 Oo clock yesterday morn- 
ing a Greek, whose name is supposed to be 
Nicholas Johns, employed as a waiter in the 
“Opera” restaurant at No. 250 South Halsted 
street, was ruthiesiy murdered by a thief and 
ruman named Eugene Dougherty while at work 
in the restaurant named, The murderous as- 
sault was the most cold-blooded and unprovoked 
that has occurred in Chicago fur many years. 
The circumstances surrounding the killing, as 
detalled by several reliable witnesses of the 
bloody*affair, were about these: In the neigh- 
borhood of 6:30 o'clock in the morning a party 
of four young men, of whom Dougherty was one, 
entered the restaurant and ordered breakfast, 
Johns taking the order. It was noticed that 
they were more or less under the influence of 
liquor and that they were disposed to be quar- 
relsome, Dougherty being especially obnoxious 
and combative in his manner. Matters pro- 
gressed favorably, however, until the party had 
finished eating, when three of them went out of 
the door and left Dougneaty with the check, 
which was for 60 cents. He also started for the 
door, when he was stopped by Johus and asked 
to settle. He refused, and Johus insisted on bis 
paying the amount. A second refusal brought 
the two together and a brief struggle ensued, 
during which Johns took up a chair but 
did not use it on bis antagonist. Mr. C. 
Walsh, the proprietor of the restaurant, 
who was behlud the cash desk when the troubie 
began, went to Johus assist@nce, but seemg 
that they were overmatched he went tothe desk 
to get a club. As be did so the man ran cut of 
the door upon the sidewalk. Jonns started for 
the door to see what became of the fellows, but 
just before he reached it Dougherty drew a re- 
volver and, taking deliberate aim, fired. The 
ball struck Jonns in the left breast near the 
heart, and he fell back into the arms of his 
employer and expired within fifteen minutes. 
A crowd soon collected about the place, but no 
policeman was about, and the murderer and bis 
companions made good their escape. Some- 
time after the police patrol put in an appear- 
ance and the body of the victim was removed 
to the morgue, it being unknown at that time 
that be had any friends in the city. 

At the time the murder was done several 
persons were eating in the restaurant, among 
them being H. French, of No, 246 Halsted street, 
and Edward Wolff. of No. 156 Blue Island avenue. 
They both got a good look at the man who did 
the shooting, and with Mr. Walsh. the proprietor 
of the place, were able to turnisn the police with 
a tolerabiy accurate description of him. As 
usual special details were sent in ail directions 
as soon as possible, but it was left for the Soutu- 
Side police to apprehend the murderers and 
those who were with him at the time. 

About 8 o’clock as Capt. Buckley, of the ar- 
mory station, was driving from his home to the 
station he noticed quite a number of crooked 
men in Charles Cooper's saloon at No. 202 East 
Van Buren street, and he determined to inves- 
tigate the cause of the rather large gathering at 
that time in the murning. When he reached 
the station he read a telephone message from 
the West Twelfth Street Stauon setting forth 
the circumstances of the murder on Halsted 
street, and a description of the 

ASSASIN AND HIS COMPANTONS, 


The Captain at once suspected that he would be 
able to locate the man and the party, and 
he at once i dispatched the 
Cooper's saloon with orders 
everybody in it. The place was surrounded 
according to directions, and a party consisting 
of Dougherty, Charles Slater. Billy Raleigh, 
Edward Berry, Baroey Adams, and Mike Blake 
were bagged. All the gang were wel Known to 
the police as thieves, with the exvepuon of 
Kaleigh, who has been associating with “ tough 
people for a good while, but who is respectabiy 
conuected. and bas been on the downward road 
but a sbort time. Dotgherty and Slater were 
known as particularly bad characters, and both 
of them took to their heels as soon asthe pa- 
trol arrived, but they were overhauled. Know- 
ing Dougherty s character, Otlicer James Mur- 
nane took the precaution to grab his pocket as 
soon as he reached him, and be did not 
do 80 any too soon. for the fellow 
reached for his revolver at the same time, and 
the Officer has no doubt that had his prisoner 
been abie to release it in time he would have 
fired upon him. The weapon was taken from 
bim at once, and an examination proved that 
one or more of the three empty cartridges in the 
cylinder bad been but recently discharged, as 
the odor of burned powder upon it was very 
strong. The officer@emarked the fact to another 
patrolman, and said he would not be surprised 
to learn that some man had been “ croaked.”’ 
That was before he was informed of the killing. 
Arrived at the station young Raleigh was takea 
in hand by Capt. Buckley, and he soon confessed 
that he was present when Johns was killed, 
and that Dougberty fred the fatal shot. He 
then told the story of the shooting substantialiy 
as given above. Soon after he was removed to 
the Central Station where he remained the rest 
of tho day, and was seen by the reporters. Tne 
only additional fact given by him is that Siater, 
who was of tne party at the restaurant, also had 
arevolver woicn he drew during the trouble, 
but which he did not fire. After the shooting 
the party proceeded at once to Cooper’s saloon, 
where they remained until arrested, 
DOUGHERTY, THE MURDERER, 
is one of the very worst types of criminal ex- 
tant. His appearance is most repulsive, and be 
is utterly conscienceless. He is of the class of 
which Keenan, who is now under sentence of 
death for murdering Hensley, was such a dis- 
tinguished member. He would kill a man as 
readily as he would a dog, and so long as he was 
not caught,his mind would in no way be dis- 
turbed by the occurrence. He 
cell iu a remote part of the armory station yes- 
terduy afternoon dirty, ragged, unshaven, and 
with blood-shot eyes, a picture of total deprav- 
ity. in answer to a question put to bim after he 
awoke from a sound sleep, be said that he bad 
received word trom his attorney to keep quiet, 
and he had nothing to say about his trouble. 
Becoming annoyed and finally enraged by re- 
peated questions and “nagging,” he said in a 
passionate tone: 

“Suppose a man came at you with a club, 
what would youdo? Would you let him kill 
you? 

No,“ said the reporter, but the man that 
you killed didn’t have a club when you shot 
him, and you bad escaped from the place.“ 

“You was there, | suppose. You know all 
about it. I guess I know that he had a club, and 
Billy Kaleigh will tel: you so.“ 

When the fellow had concluded his speech 
young Slater, who was in a cell just around the 
corner, cried out. Don’t be a chump, Charley. 
What er you givin’ yerself away fur?’ 

In two or three similar replies Dougherty vir- 
tually acknowledged the shooting. 

Dougherty is about 30 years of age, and has 
been known to the police for nearly ten years. 
He is said to have been a criminal at a very 
early age, an Oilicerwho knew his family as- 
serting that ae he was 15 years of age he was 
aesneak-thief. In 1877 he was arrested twice for 
robbery, once for burglary, and once for stab- 
bing a pal.“ and the criminal record for 1878 
shows that be was arrested once for rape and 
once for robbery, and how many times for 
smaller offenses is unknown. He figured also in 
theGoidsmid burglary case in'1879,and a couple of 
months later he went to the penitentiary for 
three years for a burglary done at Geneva. He 
served bis full term at that institution, and he 
has only been out about two months. The 
police have had an eye upcn him since his re- 
turn, but they have not been able to fix any- 
thing on bim, although they think he has been 
doing some work. 

Young Slater is a brother-in-law of Dougher- 
ty and is a hardened criminal, although only 
about years. He is a brother of Joe Slater, a 
well-known Chicago “crook,” who is now 
doing ten years in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary for a highway robvery. 
Charley was employed at the Sherman 
house as a bell-boy at the time Will J. Davis’ 
room was gone through by burglars, and he was 
implicated in the robbery. He escaped by giv- 
ing informfition regarding the whereabouts of 
a portion of the property. The other members 
of the party taken out of Cooper's place are 
bad, but neither had anything directly to do with 
the murder,and they will only be detained as 
witnesses. Society will not suffer if they are 
never released. 

The body of the murdered man was taken to 
the morgue, where a  =~post-mortem ex- 
amination was held by the County Physi- 
cian in the afternoon. It was found 
that the bullet had severed a main 
artery leading to the heart and that death re- 
sulted from hemorrhage. Mr. Walsu, for whom 
Johns worked, said that he bad been in his em- 
ploy about seven months, and that during that 
time he had only known bim dy the name 
Nicholas.“ Just before he expired, however, 
Mr. Walsh asked mm his last name, and he gave 
the name Johns as near as the gentleman could 
understand. Later in the day it was learned 
that the dead man had a cousin named Constan- 
tine living on South Haisted street, who will 
probably take charge of the remains after the 
inquest, which will probably be heid this morn- 


ing. 

Nicholas Johos, the murdered man, was for- 
merix a cook on the schooner Orphan Boy en- 
gaged in the lumber trade between this city and 
the Michigan ports. 


DOUGHERTY AND HIS GANG COMMIT A 
BURGLARY. 

Very sbortly after the arrests had been et- 
fected it was uscertained that some three hours 
prior to the commission of the murder 
Dougherty and his gang bad engaged in the 
burgiary of ex-County Commissioner James 
Bradley's house, No. 349 West Harrison street, a 
large frame building at the bead of Miller street. 
Ine lower story is occupied as a grocery. and 
Mr, Bradiey apd his family pave com-

get his revolver. 
he was looking for weap- 
on, the burglars, for there were two 
in the house, ran through into the parior, and 
made an attempt to throw open the middle 
front window. It was only partially raised, 
however, and was fitted with a wire screen. 
They were unabie to tear out the screen, and 
bolted for a side bedroom, intending, no doubt, 
to hold their pursuer at bay; but, finding the 
window of this room open, they sprang out, and 
landed safely upon the sidewaik some twenty or 
more feet beiow. An honest youth could not be 
induced to make at any price 80 perilous a 
jump. Mr. Bradley had fired one shot at them 
without effect as they ran through the house 
and was close upon them when they went 
through the window, and as they were running 
across Harrison street and down Miller he lev- 
eled bis revolver upona sign in front of tne 
window and fired two shots after them in quick 
succession. He would have kept on firing, out 
the fourth cartridge refused to explode. The 
burglars fired two shots in return, but he is un- 
able to say that they fired at him, as they aid 
not appear to halt long enough to take aim. 
While the firing was going on Mrs. Bradley 
— emg turned up the gas, thus giving the 
burglars a good tair sight at her husband's 
head. He saw his peril and 
WARNED HER TO PUT OUT THE LIGHT. 
There was of course no sleep in the Bradley 
household after this escapade, and Mr. Bradley 
arose and, hitching up his horse, prepared to 
go down-town to do his marketing in order that 
he might make an early return and attend the 
funeral of the wife of one of his patrons. Upon 
going down-stairs be found a policeman, who 
bad heard the firing at Jackson street, and had 
hastened southward to ascertain the cause. 
There was then no one to be seen in 
the neighborhood, and the policeman sub- 
sequentiy went his way. Towards day- 
break Mr. Bradley made a thorough 
search of the premises to see how entrance had 
been effected and what booty the thieves bad 
obtained. Every lock and window fastening was 
secure, and he was sorely puzzied ali day to 
know how they got in. Lieut. Ward, who went 
over the housein the evening, furnished the 
probabie solution by pointing out an unfastened 
skylightin the roof. Theoniy vaiuavies missed 
was about $32 cash, aud in place of this Mr. 
Bradiey has an oid felt bat, worn by one of the 
thieves, and lost in the jump from the window. 
When day had broken Mr. Bradley was told by 
& Man attending the wake that the burglars had 
passed south on Miller street, and that one of 
them was limping badiy, as if he had been 
wounded inthe leg. His companions who were 
helping him along admonished him to run, but 
he said “I can't; I got it this time, boys.” 
Another oeighbor saw at about 5:30 o'clock two 
hard and dissipated looking fellows skulking 
about the corner of Miller street. One took up 
a posiuon on Morgan street, while the other 
passed around onto Harrison street and picked 
up out of a little grass plot at the edge of tne 
walk a pair of shoes. They hurried east 
to Sangamon street and thence north to 
Congress street. Feeling satistied that these 
fellows were either the burglars or their com- 
panions Mr. Bradiey drove after them and suc- 
ceeded in overhauling the two near Peoria 
street. To one, who carried the pair of shoes 
under bis arm, be addressed some inquiry. 
There came a surly response, and, after a few 
more words, Mr. Bradley said, iu an insinuating 
tone: I see it you fellows can come over on 
Harrison street and pick up shoes out of the 
gruss. The burglar was becomipg enraged, 
when his companion, who bad kept his face 
averted and partiaily covered, turned and faced 
Mr. „ and was at once recognized by 
him as tilly Rowley, the son of an 
old acquaintance who lives scarcely half a block 
west of his grocery. “You'll bear of this 
again.“ said Mr. Bradley as he drove oa, and 
Rowley and bis pal slunk off through a private 
alley running south from Congress and between 
Green and Haisted streets. Ihence they doubt- 
less turned into one of the saloons in the block. 


MR. BRADLEY WENT DOWN-TOWN, 


and was returning, when near the corner of 
Desplaines ana De Puyster streets he again 
sighted the Rowley, bis companion, and another 
coming towards him. Seeing him they sud- 
denly turned through an opening in the fence, 
and ran off through a vacant lot towards Jeffer- 
son street. A few block further on he heard for 
the first time ot the murder, and realized at 
once that Rowley or his friends were the assa- 
sins. As early as practicabie he made complaint 
of the burglary at the Desplaiues Street Station, 
at the same time giving a brief outline of what 
he knew about the perpetrators. Later, when 
he heard of the arrests, he went to the station 
and ideotified Dougherty as the man who car- 
ried the shoes. He is aiso quite itive that 
Dougherty is one of the men who was in bis 
house. He tallies exactiy in size and general 
outline, and in his possession were found a dirty 
white handkercuief and anotber with colored 
border, the former of which Mrs. Bradley ideu- 
tied as the one be had over his face when she 
saw him sneaking into her bedchamber. 

The man whom Mr. Bradley wouaded in the 
leg proved to be “Micky” Biake. He was 
picked up late in the day and was locked up at 
the Despiaines Street Station. He is weil known 
as a thief, and is the son of a desperate old vil- 
lain named Martin Blake, who so fearfully cut 
Sergt. Quinn, of the Rawson Street Station, with 
arazor a few years ago. 

Of the other persons under arrest, Frank 
Barry, alias Silverheel,”’ is an ex-convict, who 
says he bas been trying to live square. He had 
in bis possession an Aldermanic recommenda- 
tion for his appointment on the Fire Depart- 
ment. The others excuipate him, but the facts 
remain that he is an intimate associate of every 
one of them, and be was in the near vicinity of 
the tragedy at the time, and that after he had 
been released after a ürst arrest he went di- 
rectly to notorious saloon oo Harrison street, 
where itis known that the murderer and his 
companions went directly after the tragedy and 
exchanged their hats. Frank Hall isa young Eu- 
glishman, who lives with either one of two sisters 
who are respectably married, and reside on 
Ewing street. He is equally as bad at heart as 
Dougberty, whose parents live only a short dis- 
tance uway, at No. 174 West Poik street. The 
two have been chums for years, but Mail's 

eople held him under more check than ever 

ugherty was heid in. Hail is but recently out 
of the Wisconsin Penitentiary, whither be was 
sent for four years for a burglary at Kenosha. 
That was his third term in the peni- 
tentiary, and Dougherty is only a few 
months out after servin a second term. 
Bobby Adams is a thief better known in 
the South Division. The younger sister 
of * nid” O’Brien, who was shot by Officer Jones, 
is his mistress, and the Kid's widow isin turn 
the mistress of Jack Kyan. Adams has been 
arrested with young Tommy O'Brien and other 
„ Kuucks with burglar tools in bis possession. 

Lieut. Currier denies that Blake, who at first 
gave the name of Bernard Fittz, is the man 
whom Mr. Bradley shot, and claims that the 
wound is three weeks old. If so, it was prob- 
ably receivedin a similar bufglary just west of 
Mr. Bradley's grocery, at a residence on the 
corner of Aberdeen and Harrison streets.

Some Hitherto Unpublished Incidents 
of the Catastrophe. 


The Total Loss Placed at Between 
$300,000 and 400,000. 


Further Help Needed—Sixty Buildings in 
Oourse of Erection. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

GRINNELL, Ia., Aug. 15.—Having occasion to 
make a short visit at Grinnell, Ia., I of course 
went over the ground devastated by that terri- 
ble cyclone of June 17, 188% Walle much re- 
mains to show the track of the death-dealing 
catastrophe, yet the principal thing that strikes 
the eye and makes the course of the terrible dis- 
aster apparent at this time is the new buildings in 
course of construction or already completed. 
In conversation with numerous residents 
ot the town and  eye-witnesses to 
some of the scenes, I fad there 
are many incidents which fn the hurry and con- 
fusion escaped the reporters at the time of the 
accident. A few of these, with some in regard 
to the losses and rebuilding of that portion of 
the town destroyed, may interest the readers of 
Tue TRIBUNE at this time. 

Very few of the demolished or injured build- 
ings remain in the condition in which they were 
left by the cyclone. In most cases the old 
foundations have been utilized (where it has 
been practicable) for the new edifices, of which 
there are now 

OVER SIXTY IN COURSE OF CONSTRUCTION 
or just completed. The walls of the college 
buildings remind one ef the many similar ruins 
which were to be seen on almost every block of 
the burnt district of Chicago for some time after 
the fire of 1871. 

The ruins of the residence of the Rev. Joshua 
M. Chamberlain (who, by the way, is a brother 
of ex-Gov. Chamberlain, of South Carolina) 
still remain to mark the terrible force 
of the storm. The structure was a two- 
story frame, standing upon a stone founda- 
tion, just east of the college buildings, 
and across the tracks of the Iowa Central Rail- 
road. The builaing seems to have been lifted 
bodily from the foundation and erushed into 
various shapes, and then left partly standing, 
and canting in every conceivable direction. A 
large library in the second story, with some of 
the glass doors still unbroken, can be seen, aud 
the leaves from some of tne volumes which it 
contained are 

STILL FLUTTERING IN THE WIND 
among the ruins. It was at this point that the 
train on the lowa Central was overturued and 
demolished; and the contents must have 
been scattered by the winds for a 
great distance, as a dense  corn-field 
extends from the tracks several hundred feet 
east, and away beyoud Mr. Chamberiain’s resi- 
dence. Mr. mobderlain’s wife, who was se- 
riously injured, is only able to get around her 
home on crutches at the present time, and for a 
long while it was feared that she w not sur- 
vive at all. 

On the col grounds and in numerous 
places through district the débris has been 
gathered together in huge piles ot splintered 
lumber and broken iron, and immense quanti- 
ties of cord-wood cut from the broken limbs 
and uprovted trees which stood in 
way of the destroying elements. Grinnell 
was, and is, a very h 
and has a large number of shade and fruit 
trees. These must have suffered terribly, as the 
broken branches and limbless trunks show. On 
the college-grounds, foliowing One of the drives, 
is a row of trees about eight inches through at 
the trunk, all of which were broken off at the 
hight of about ten feet from the ground. 

THE COURSE OF THE CYCLONE 
described a semi-circle around the outer edge 
of the town, commenc near the tracks of tue 
Chicago, Rock Isiand & ific Railroad on the 
west, and passing around the northeru portion 
of the town, till it again veered to the south, 
and crossed the tracks of the same road east of 
the town. 

I will mention a few miraculous escapes and 
some ludicrous situations which I believe have 
not appea in print: 

Mr. G. L. Saunders, who lived ina handsome 
$5,000 house, called to bis family, when he heard 
the storm coming, to goto the ceilar, and started 
for a large cellar under the main part of the 


house, when his wife stopped bim, saymg. Not 


there!” ‘and led way toa small cellar which 
held them uninjured, while the large one was 
filled with falling timbers. 

At the residence of A. Larabee a children’s 


party was in progress. The children took refuge 


in the cellar, and were saved. 

One lady was takinga bath when the storm 
caine on, and was left without a stitch of cloth- 
ing of her own. | 


SHE DONNED A PAIR OF HER HUSBAND’S 
PANTALOONS, 
and made her way to a friend's house. 

Agentieman caught in the same plight was 
obliged to don a lady’s skirt, and, while making 
his way to a place of safety. the hall beat dowu 
upon his bare back with suchforce as to make 
him cry out with pain. 

Miss Abby Agard, who was killed in the base- 
mentof ber mother’s house, was one of six 
young ladies who went tothe cellar for safety. 
She crossed over to side opposit the 
one where they first took sheiter, and called to 
the other girls to follow; but they remained, and 
she was soon after Killed. 

A lady living thirty miles away picked up and 
recognized the picture of a gentleman whom she 
knew in Grinuell. It was found on the border 
of a timber, among feather-beds and other 
bousehoild goods which were dropped by the 
wind at this place. A piano-cover belonging in 
Grinnell was found at a town sixty miles away. 

On the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific train 
which brought me from Chicago I met the Hon. 
J. B. Grinnell, who was very much elated by a 


DONATION OF $15,000 FOR THE IOWA COL- 
LEGE, 

which he had secured the day before, at the 
Grand Pacitic Hotel in Chicago, from John 1. 
Blair. of Blairsville, N. J., the great railroad- 
man. Mr. Grinpell stated that Mr. Blair, who 
has made a great deal of hig money in Iowa, 
said that [owa, in bis estimation, was the great- 
est State in the Union, and ple of Iowa 
were the best people ju the country, while the 
schools were not excelled by those of any other 
State in the Union. . 

It is the intention to rebuild all three of the 
coliege buildings, and also a dormitory for the 
accommodation of the students, as fast as the 
funds and donations will allow. The founda- 
tion of the east college, which was burned in 
1871, is being prepared for a two-story ediltice, 
which will be used for school purposes until the 
completion of the other buildings; and tnen it 
will be used for a — — library, and b 
ior the ieties of the college. The funds for 
rebuildthg this were raised by the senior class 
for this purpose last year. The college will 
open at the usual time, Sept.1l. A portion of 
the Congregational Church and other buildings 
in the vicinity will be used for the ciass-rooms, 

FROM COL. SAMUEL F. COOPER, 
Treasurer of the college funds and donation 
also of the fund for the relief of the sufferers, 
learned that he bad received in donations for 
the college $11,000 in cash, 89.000 for insurance, 
and $20,000 in notes and promises, not including 
the Blair donation secured by Mr. Grinnell. 
Among the large contributors are J. H. and ex- 
Gov. Merrill, of Des Moines, $6,000 each, and 
William E. Dodge, of New York, $5,000. The 
wite of Mr. Dodge gives $1,200 for a scholarship. 
The cost of the new buildings which it is pro- 
posed to erect will be from $150,000 to $175,000. 
At least $100,000 more will be needed to carry 
out the plaus proposed by the Directors. 

Col. Cooper stated that he had received for the 
relief ot sufferers . 000 ia cash, and eighteen or 
twenty car-ioads of lumber, which had been 
hauled by the Chicago, Isiand & Pacific 
Railroad Company free of rge. The people 
are very profuse in their ie of this company 
for all it bas done fort Col. Cooper has 
disbursed $35,000, but has much yet to do, as 
none of the houses when completed will contain 
any furniture, unless nis funds hold out to fur- 
nish them. The eutire loss in the town, inciud- 
ing the college buildings, is estimated by the 
local autborities at 

BETWEEN $300,000 AND £400,000, 

This is less than the estimate by outside parties 
by some $200,000; but it will be seen that a very 
small portion of the loss bas as yet beeu made 
up by the ¢donadons, and it is feared that unless 
more is received there will be considerable suf- 
fering among the poorer classes this winter. 

There is an impression abroad that enough has 
been done for Grinnell, and that more then 
enough has been raised to place the sufferers 
in comfortable circumstances; but this is not 
the case. The building-up of the town has 
given employment to many who, when this 
is — will de dependent uggn the tow>. 
Everybody speaks in the bigbest praise of the 
committee who nave bad charge of collecting 
and disbursing the funds, aud tuey bave done a 
remarkable work; but, us soon as the 
sets in, and the contributions of provisious auc 
money stop, there is no doubt that there will be 
much suffering. Of the maguificent sum raised 
in Chicago o u the hands of the Gov- 
ernor of lowa, Grinnell will only get $5,000 or

Events of importance in the Egyptian 
campaign may now be expected at any time. 
After a survey of the ground Gen. Wolseley 
is understood to have determined upon 
making a movement in force at Aboukir, 
where, after a vigorous bombardment of the 
forts by the war ships, of which all but two 
will be transferred from Alexandria to that 
point, a heavy column of troops will 
be landed under the personal command 
of Gen. Wolseley.

Meanwhile the negotia- 
tions between England and Turkey are ata 
standstill, and are but little nearer a satis- 
factory conclusion than they were a month 
ago.

EXCEPTIONAL AND DIFFERENTIAL RATES 

The committee of the British Parliament 
which has been @¢xaminting various charges 
against the railroads, and various demands 
by the railroads, with a view to remedial 
legislation, has made a very clear and com- 
prehensive report reviewing the difficulties 
of establishing any rules governing the 
charges which may be made for the trans- 
portation of merchandise, and especially the 
circumstances under which exceptional rates 
may be permissible and justifiable. 

The committee discusses various instances 
complained of, some involving questions 
which have been generally debated in this 
country, and notably injhis State under the 
decisions of the Lllinois Railroad Commis- 
sion. According to the evidence of the rail- 
way managers no general prineiple or sys- 
tem for fixing rates has been adopted on any 
railway in England. The charge for con- 
veyance was such a sum as they thought the 
trafic would bear, having due regard for 
competition, or as much as could be got, 
without reference to the cost of performing 
the service. The companies declared it im- 
practicable to determine accurately the cost 
of conveying. any particular kind of goods 
between stations. 

No witness recommended the adoption of 
equal mileage rates for the conveyance of 
goods. The committee finds that maximum 
rates should be fixed in all cases. There is 
no question that particular kinds of goods 
are transported at very low rates, as com- 
pared with the charges for other goods over 
other roads, and these complaints are from 
producers, Who insist that they are injured 
by having business diverted by lower rates 
to other points. The committee says that 
but for the competition trades would be more 
local, and the trader nearest the market 
would have the largest profit; but on the 
other hand, this competition must be ad- 
vuntageous to the public. Thesugar refiners 
at Greenock are thus placed in the same 
market with the refiners in London. While 
it may be an advantage to the former, and a 
disadvantage to the latter, it cannot be a dis- 
advantage to sugar buyers. Thirty-nine 
towns supplied with sugar are at an average 


distance of 202 miles from Greenock and only 


150 miles from London. The rates between 
these two points are substantially the same, 
and the committee says on this point that the 
London demand is that the rate for the 
longer distance be raised or that from the 
shorter distance reduced. The effect of this 
would be to close some of the markets 
against Greenock sugar, to deprive the 
northern lines of much of their trade, and 
givea practical monopoly to the London 
sugar refiners, and this result the committee 
deciares would not be either just or reason- 
able. 

Another complaint examined was that of 
farmers who charge that foreign meat and 
grain are carried from Liverpool to London 
for less than English grain, that American 
cattle are conveyed from Glasgow to London 
for less than Seotch cattle, and that cattle 
landed at Newcastle are carried inland for 
less than cattle reared in Northumberland. 
The same complaints are made by manufact- 
urers. The committee finds that these dif- 
ferential charges afford substantial grounds 
of complaint. But do they constitute undue 
preferences’ And at best each case must 
be judged by its own circumstances. These 
cases seem to demand that some standard 
be established by which rates shall be deter- 
mined, and one form is that the rate should 
have some fixed proportion to the cost of the 
service performed, ‘To this there is the an- 
swer that to fix such a standard is practically 
impossible, because to ascertain what is the 
relative cost and profit of each description of 
traſhe is beyond the functions of any depart- 
mentot the Government or court of law; 
but, even assuming it to be practicable, it is 
open to question whether the public would 
gain by this or by any other fixed standard 
of rates, Any fixed standard, it is claimed 
by the committee, would materially inter- 
fere with competition. 

The committee takes the ground that a 
preference, to be illegal, and to furnish a rea- 
sonable cause of complaint, must be unjust. 
It is not unjust so long as it is the natural 
result of fair competition. Whatever is for 
the benefit or to the interest of the public is 
considered free from the charge of injustice. 
The committee, therefore, reports Qgainst 
any legislation intended to enforce upon 
railroad companies equality of charges,

THE LATEST IRISH OUTRAGE. 

Thore is no class of Americans to whom 
the arrest and imprisonment of ex-Lord- 
Mayor Grey, of Dublin, will not appear 
an act of unnecessary and unmitigated hard- 
ship for which there was no sufficient cause. 
The circumstances leading up to the arrest 
are substantially these: One Francis Hynes 
had been evicted from a farm near Ennis 
upon which a herder, named John Dolougity, 
was employed. The latter remained in em- 
ployment on the farm, a fact which seems 
to have aroused ilynes’ bad feeling, and 
there may have been other exciting circum- 
stances. In any event, it is alleged that 
Hynes killed Doloughty, and he was arrested. 
As the crime was of an agrarian character, 
he was tried under the new Crimes 
act, was convicted, and sentenced to be 
hanged, After the sentence, O’Brien, editor 
of the United Ireland, charged in his paper 
that the jury were drunk on the night pre- 
vious to the day upon which they delivered 
their verdict. The presiding Judge called 


attention to the charge, and intimated that | 
the Attorney-General should take cogni- | 


zance of it. The Attorney-General, how- 
ever, seems to have paid no attention to the 
Original publivation, but has hurled his bolts 
at Mr. E. Dwer Grey, who is the proprietor 
of the Freemah’s Journal, High Sheriff of 
Dublin, ex-Lord-Mayor of the city, and a 
member of Parliament, for copy ing the arti- 
cle from United Jretand and commenting 
upon it. For this offense Mr. Grey has been 
sentenced to three months’ luprisonment 
and to pay a fine of $2,500 for contempt of 
court. 

The manner in which Mr. Grey was ar- 
rested and punished indicates a spirit of na- 
licious revenge rather than the - satisfaction 
of justice. On the day before his arrest 
thousands of the Irish people had assembled 
in Dublin to wituess the unveiling of the 
statue of O’Connell and to attend the open- 
ing of the exposition. It was a national oc- 
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 casion, and one which ssl have Woatied 


and excited the great crowds with national 
memories and associations. No act of yio- 
lence marked the ceremonfeés, and in all re- 
spects the occasion was as peaceable and well 
conducted as could have been expected. 
It did not come up to the En- 
glish notion, however, of the way in 
which an Irish celebration should be ob- 
served, as it was wanting in proper respect 
to the Queen and the English Government in 
those conventionalities which are observed 
in England upon festive occasions. Mr. 
Grey, as the High Sheritf of the city, Was a 
prominent figure in the celebration, and was 
also prominent by his association with Par- 
nell, Dillon, and other persons obnoxious to 
the Government, and unquestionably this 
fact entered into the reasons for his arrest, as 
well as for the severity of the punishment 
dealt out to him. The fining and imprison- 
ment of O’Brien, though he had originated 
the obnoxious article, would have amounted 
to but little, but the arrest of a high func- 
tionary, a member of Parliament, and the 
owner of a prominent paper, was evidently 
reckoned upon asa display of the Govern- 
ment’s authority that would be exemplary in 
character and strike terror to the hearts of 
the Lrish people. 

The offense was the criticism of a jury 
after they had found their verdict. The jury 
had replied to the criticism in a card deny- 
ing the charge made against them, and this 
ought to have ended the whole matter. 
Whether the charge were true or not true, 
however, it will seem strange to Americans 
that a jury must be exempt from criticism. 
Courts in Great Britain must be peculiarly 
sensitive to contempt when juries cannot be 
criticised without insulting them. Juries 
must be composed of a higher order of be- 
ings there than here, and courts must have 
reached a degree of sensitiveness that is un- 
intelligible here when a newspaper cannot 
challenge the sobriety of the former with- 
out manifesting contempt for the latter, and 
exposing itself to punishment under an act 
which is intended for the suppression of se- 
dition. The punishment of Mr. Grey, how- 
ever, is no more surprising than the manner 
in which the entire Irish people are held in 
the clamps of the Coercion act. We present 
a few instances taken from the Dublin Na- 
tion showing the trivial causes which lead 
to the arrests of the people: 

Mr. Jobu Maher, a respectable trader of Ros- 
crea, was ordered into bis house by a policeman 
at 10 o'clock on a summer nigbt, and on dis de- 
clining to obey the insolent command was imme- 
diately arrested. Axain, in Castieisiand, at 10 

in., the police suddenly made a raid on the 
alee of the town, seized five, and svlemniy 
brought tbem before a magistrate, Roche by 
nume, inthe morning. It was not pretended 
that the lads were engaged in any unlawful oc- 
cupation, or that there was reason to suppose 
they meant to be; yet the magisterial function- 
ry, wuen discharging them, as he had no option 
le gaily but to do, as solemuly cautioned them pot 
to offend again. At Gunsborougu a email crowd 
ot young wen and young women assembled ata 
favorit place for an vpen-air dance were 
ordered of the road by a Sub-Con- 
stable on the ground that it was after 
9 o'clock in the evening. Ine crowd did not 
obey this unwarraptable order, so the policeman 
and his comrade “cleared the road.” Notwith- 
standing the admitted fact that the police tirst 
attucked the crowd by “clearing the road,’ 
seven of the men were sentenced to a montu's 
imprisonment with bard labor, and the four 
young girls to a fortnight’s imprisoument. 
John Wallace, of Pallaskenry, was driving home 
in bis wig from his cousin's with two of his 
laborers, and that was so eminently suspicious a 
proceeding that it secured ali three an early in- 
terview with a magistrate—which, however, re- 
sulted in their promt discharge. Lighting to- 
bacco-pipes on the road appears to be another 
eminently suspicious circumstance. Three ten- 
ants who bad gone iuto Ballinasioe to pay their 
rents, and who were returning home ufter vir- 
tuously discharving their landlord's demands, 


were tound in the act of lighting their pipes, 
whereupon they were suspected and arrest 


To say that some one else said thata jury 


was not sober is quite as heinous an offense 


as lighting a pipe of tobacco after.sundown 
or dancing with the girls in the moonlight, 
but a Government that authorizes its agents 
to arrest people for such offenses (?) as these, 
and punishes them with fine and imprison- 
ment, at least displays a weakness of which 
it ought to be ashamed, aid exposes its peo- 
ple to a degree of harshness and petty tyran- 
ny that seems astonishing, to call it by no 
uglier name, in an alleged free country. It 
is an act of arbitrary and cruel power that 
might have been looked for had the offense 
happened in a despotic country. 


ABSURD LENGTH OF THE STAR-ROUTE 
TRIAL. 

The star-route trial began June 2 It was 
then the universal expectation that a verdict 
would be reached by July 4 Judge Wylie 
said he was resolved to have the trial end by 
that time, and would, it necessary, hold 
night sessions to accomplish it. Six weeks 
more than the allotted time have already 
been consumed, and counsel promise to be- 
cupy two weeks more with their arguments, 
running the case into September. There are 
about a dozen defendants and as many law- 
yers on each side. Each lawyer claims the 
right to use three days for his argument. 
The court has weakly yielded to this prepos- 
terous demand. There will, therefore, be 
about a month of solid talk by the lawyers. 

These cases have been very stubbornly de- 
fended. From the time that MacVeagh filed 
the first information until now the attorneys 
for the defendants have lost no opportunity 
to make a point fpr their clients. They have 
taken advantage of every technicality to 
which they were fairly entitled, and have 
suggested many for which they must have 
known there was no legal basis. They 
cause® the information to be dismissed. 
They protracted the examination in the Po- 
lice Court from Jan. 12 to Feb. 17. They at- 
tacked the first batch of indiet- 
ments on the score of informality, 
and denied the right of the prosecution to 
substitute new ones. They contended 
that a conspiracy had not been established 


and that evidence tending to show it was in- 


admissible. They insisted upon having the 
indictments and documentary evidence of 
the most voluminous character read at 
length. Now they are engaged in making 
three-days’ speeches which will occupy the 
remainder of this month. ‘The policy of the 
defense seems to be to stretch the trial out as 
long as possible, and to wear out the patience 
of the prosecution, the Judge, and the jury, 
so that all will be glad to be rid of the case 
onany terms. It cannot be supposed that 
counsel are self-conceited enough to imagine 
that thelr long-winded arguments make 
a favorable impression on the jury. The only 
effect they can have is to hide the merits of 
the case in dusty and musty rhetoric, and to 
divert attention from the poverty of the evi- 
dence for the defense by making the argu- 
ments unusually voluminous. The jury in 
the Guiteau case said that they attached no 
importance to the arguments. It is to be 
hoped that the star-route jury will be equally 
sensible. 

Jndge Wylie has presided in this trial 
with great dignity and impartiality.

The Guiteau trial has had a bad effect as 
an example to the star-route lawyers. They 
perhaps desire to make a record for itasa 
State case and for themselves as having been 
concerned in it. If it shall not be concluded 
until September, it will occupy something 
more than three months. This will be much 
longer than the time taken by the Guiteau 
trial, which extended over but seventy-two 
days, including a holiday recess and several 
shorter adjournments. The trial of Presi- 
deut Johnson for “high crimes and misde- 
meanors ” took but thirty-three days, count- 
ing from the beginning to the last vote in the 
Senate. John Brown was tried and con- 
victed in five days. A trial in some respects 
resembling that of the star-route conspir- 
ators was that of Mrs. Surratt, Payne, Atze- 
rott, Herold, O’Laughlin, Spangler, Arnold, 
and Mudd for murderous conspiracy. This 
trial began May 13 and ended June 29. Yet 
the accused were on trial for their lives, and 
four of them were hanged. The Tichborne 
case was indeed much longer on the last 
trial than tee star-route case promises to be, 
The trial for the recovery of the Tichborne 
estates continued with two &djournments 
for 108 days, which is about the time that 
will be consumed by the Washington case. 
The trial for perjury lasted 188 days. Chief- 
Justice Cockburn himself used eighteen 
days in summing up the evidence and one 
day in summing up his summary. But this 
was a highly exceptional and celebrated case 
in all its surroundings, | 

If the star-route trial had ended, as was 
originally intended, by July 4, there would 
have been as great a likelihood as there is 
now that substantial justice would be done, 
In that event the trial would have been more 
creditable than it now promises to be to all 
concerned. In the gravity of the issues in- 
volved or the noyelty of the legal questions 
presented it cannot be compared with any 
ot the celebrated cases we have mentioned, 
There is no good reason why it should have 
been so unduly prolonged. 


THE PROHIBITION BUGBEAR IN ILLINOIS. 
Mr. Washington Hesing has been inter- 


- viewed on the political situation with the 


purpose of procuring from him an opinion in 
regard to the attitude of the Germans in this 
State, and especially in Cook County. Mr. 
llesing’s views have an importance to the 
extent that he speaks for the Stauts-Zeitung, 
whose ambition, he say3, is to reflect the 
German sentiment. The most significant re- 
mark he is reported to have made is 
that the Germans will vote against pro- 
hibition. Certainly it needed no ghost 
come back to earth to tell us that.” The 
significance of his statement is to be sought 
in its apparent irrelevancy. The issue of 
prohibition is not in any sense before the 
people of Illinois. Neither of the contend- 
ing parties is committed for or against it. 
The politics of Lilinois are less likely to be 
embarrassed by that issue than the struggle 
of parties in other Western States. The con- 
vention held by the avowed Prohibitionists 
at Bloomington recently was so meagrely at- 
tended, so vacillating in purpose, and 80 
deficient in ability that it conveyed an assur- 
ance that no trouble is to be apprehended 
from this extraneous question during the 
present campaign unless it be precipitated 
by the opponents of prohibition. In this 
state of things Mr. Hesinge’s gratuitous ob- 
servation about the German 
this matter raises the inquiry whether the 
Staats-Zeitung or the German element 
proposes to encourage the saloonkeepers in 
the short-sighted policy of forcing the pro- 
hibition issue upon the campaign. 

The citizens of Cook County will be called 
upon this fall to vote foracounty ticket— 
including Sheriff and County ‘Treasurer— 
members of Congress, and members of the 
State Legislature. Certainly the prohibition 
issue cannot even remotely affect the status 
of parties in the choice ofecounty officers or 
members of Congress. It could only be ap- 
plied in any case to candidates for the Legis- 
lature. If a candidate for the Legislature in 
any district should be nominated by either 
party on a pledge that he will use his influ- 
ence to secure the submission and adoption 
of aconstitutional amendment prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of liquors, wines, 
and beer within the State, then the opposi- 
tion of the bulk of the Germans might be rea- 
sonably expected as to that candidate without 
regard to party politics. But there is no indi- 
cation that such nominations will be made. 
The Prohibitionists propose to run candi- 
dates of their own, and they may make nom- 
inations in districts where they are numer- 
ous enough to organize aconvention. That 
should suffice. Let those who prefer prohi- 
bition to all other political considerations 
vote for such candidates. There is nothing 


in the situation to induce Republicans to’ 


vote for Democrats. or Democrats to vote for 
Republicans. A successor to David Davis in 
the United States Senate is to be elected by 
the next Legislature. The result of the leg- 
islative elections will determine whether that 
successor shall be a Republican or a Demo- 
erat. Shall a handful of Prohibitionists on 
the one side or the saloon element on the 
other, in the ebsence of any direct issue 
on prohibition, be permitted to influ- 
ence sensible men to change their 
polities? Do the Germans contemplate 
the ridiculous attempt at crossing a bridge 
before they come to it? Does the Staats- 
Zeitung want to rally the German element 
to the support of the saloonkeepers when 
the saloonkeepers are not even menaced 
with interference? Are the Germans likely 
to abandon their political princ?ples for the 
purpose of forcing an issue on prohibition 
which will otherwise make no impression 
upon the campaign? 

There are two conditions in this State 
which are calculated to protect the people 
from the prohibition issue. The first is the 
requirement of a two-thirds majority in the 
Legislature to submit a constitutional 
amendment; the second is the local option 
given to cities and villages to prohibit or to 
license the sale of liquors. 

l. The Constitution of Illinois provides 
that amendments thereto shall be submitted 
to the people only when the same “shall 
have been voted for by two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses,” 
and that the Assembly shall have authority 
to propose no more than one amendment at 
the same session, nor to repeat such amend- 
ment oftener than onee every four years. 
The submission of a prohibition amendment 
will therefore be a matter of very much 
greater difficulty in Illinois than it was in 
lowa, or will be in Indiana, where a simple 
majority of the Legislature may compel a

There is no question of prohibition 
about that plan if it shal] ever come up; on 
the contrary, the practical working of a State 
license system, yielding a revenue to the 
local communities and exacting responsi- 
bility from saloonkeepers, is the best possi- 
ble guarantee against prohibition. 

In the face of the conditions we have de- 
scribed, it is not easy to understand why the 
Germans, as a class, or anybody speaking for 
them, should seek to drag prohibition into a 
campaign where it is not in issue. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA STRUGGLE. 

If the Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Times has not been deceived, 
Don Cameron has the backing not merely of 
the Administration, but also of Mr. Hubbell’s 
committee, and the effort to crush the revolt 
of the Independents against Cameron rule 
will be aided by the funds collected by the 
latter as well as the patronage controlled by 
the former. A Republican Congressman, 
said to be intimately associated with the 
management of National politics, assured 
this correspondent that Cameron can have 
anything he wants“ from the Congressional 
Committee. If that be true, it is certainly 
an extraordinary use to make of the cam- 
paign funds which have been collected by 
the Congressional Committee from the 
Government employés. The pretext for 
making these assessments is to save 
Congress from falling into the hands 
of the Democrats. To this end the 
funds should be used in every legitimate 
way to insure the election of a Republican 
majority. Probably the best use that could 
be made of them would be to protect Repub- 
lican majorities in the South from being dis- 
franchised by frand or violence. Certainly 
there is no justification for employing these 
funds for the benefit of one faction of the 
party as against another faction in a local 
State fight. There is no quarrel among the 
Republicans as to the Congressional suc- 
cesses. Both factions of the party in 1 
Sylvania hope to see a Republican majority 
in the next Congress, and are willing and 
anxious to assist in bringing about that re- 
sult. Why, then, should Mr. Hubbell and 
his associates, who pretend that they are 
working in the common cause of National 
Republicanism, interfere in behalf of Mr. 
Cameron against that portion of the party in 
Pennsylvania which is striving to rid the 
party of his personal domination ? 

Itis much easier to understand why the 
President should sympathize with Cameron. 
The fight against the latter is based largely 
upon his monopoly of the Government pat- 
ronage as a means to the absolute control of 
the political machine. The President, who 
voluntarily turns over this patronage to Mr. 
Cameron for reasons best known to himself, 
naturally feels it incumbent on him to stand 
by his chosen agent. Besides, it is not im- 
possible that Mr. Arthur has a selfish moive 
in the matter. He is said to regard Mr. 
Blaine as the chief obstacle in the way of his 
nomination for a second term. The impor- 
tance to Arthur of a local victory for Came- 
ron in Pennsy!vania in this point of view is 
described by the same Congressman with 
whom the correspondent talked in the fol- 
lowing terms: 


The President sees, or thinks he sees, in the 
situation a not unmixed evil. Whether he looks 
through Mr. Cameron's spectacies or not I can- 
not say. Being just as it is, he believes a Cam- 
eron victory in Pennsylvania will be a practical 
and substantial indorsement of his Administra- 
tion and place a renomination within his grasp. 
You smile, but it is not such a foolish idea. Let 
us assume that Beaver is a Stalwart. That is 
Let us say be is Cameron’s man and 
that Cameron is Arthur's man. Very well. Now 
let us assume that Beaver acted treacherously 
to his constituency and instructions in the Chi- 
cago Convention and defeated Blaine for the 
Presidency. Merety an assumption, you know. 
Let us assune, then, that Biaine’s triends in 
Pennsylvania will, because of all these, join 
with the friends of Gartield against Beaver. 
Theo let us assume that Cameron, with the Ad- 
ministration at his back, goes out boldly and 
whips the whole combination. Wouldn't t be 
a Stalwart victory worth having and fighting 
bard for? A feathmerin the President’scap? It 
would be a whole wardrobe! I tell youit would 
crush Blaine and annihilate the Blaine idea. 


The fight in Pennsylvania, then, is not 
merely to sustain Cameron’s power, but to 
crush Blaine. But neither object justifies 
the Hubbell committee in taking sides if ‘it 
has been actuated by no purpose in raising 
funds except to promote the election of a 
Republican majority to Congress. It is not 
necessary either to sustain Cameron as a 
State boss,“ or to kill off Blaine, in order 
to assure Republican ascendency in the next 
Congress, and Mr. Hubbell should call off 
his dogs.

The resolutions have value, first, because 
they show that the distillers fully appreciate 
the gravity of the situation in which they are 
now placed. They perceive, as it was feared 
they would not, that the prohibition senti- 
ment is daily gathering strength; that it 
cannot be defied or put off: that it must be 
met in a spirit of compromise; and that it 
must be separated from the high-license pol- 
icy if it is to be defeated. High-license is a 
policy which men of the most opposit senti- 
ments heartily support. Moderate drink- 
ers, total abstainers, men who would like to 
stop the liquor traftic if they could, but 
believe they cannot, are united in the opin- 
ion that a better regulation of the saloons is 
imperatively demanded. Now, it the saloon- 
keepers or the distillers, or both, shall adopt 
an irreconcilable attitude and drive all these 
temperate and moderate men intoan alliance 
with the Prohibitionists the latter will surely 
triumph. It is only by making proper and 
becoming concessions to the opinions of 
mankind that the distilling, or brewing, or 
dram-selling business can hope to survive 
and have the cuntinued protection of the laws 
in most of the Western States. 

Mis an old adage that Whom the gods 
would destroy they first make mad.“ and the 
action of some of the saloonkeepers’, brew- 
ers’, and distillers’ associations in the past 
has tended to give force and application to 
the saying. By threatening to “punish” a

observance of Sunday and to regulate the 
retail traffic by a license fee high enough to 
crush out all the doggeries and sinks of 
iniquity in the city and country. They have, 
in effect, adopted as their own the policy 
outlined by the Ohio Republicans—a won- 
derful transformation, truly, since last 
winter! 

The action of the Western distillers con- 
tains a lesson also to the fanatical Prohibi- 
tionists such as were assembled at Bloom- 
ington last week. The distillers have set an 
example of moderation, candor, and true 
temperance of speech and action which some 
of their opponents would do well to imitate. 
There is great need of fair-dealing and good- 
manners in the treatment of both 
sides of this question. Believing as 
we do that coereive teetotalism is not 
a practicable measure for this city 
or State, but that a high license 
and stringent regulations are both practicable 
and necessary, we shall always hail: with 
pleasure any tokens of progress in the latter 
direction, whether they come from one side 
or the other. The moderate high-license men 
hold the balanee of power, and will have the 
decision of this question in their own hands. 
It behooves the extremists of both kinds to 
consult their wishes solicit their favor 
before attempting to make the prohibition 
issue more definit than it is at present.

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THE LAST MURDER. 
Yesterday morning a professional criminal 


by the name of Eugene Dougherty murdered 


a waiter at a Halsted street restaurant. The 
crime was committed to get rid of paying a 
bill for 609 cents. While Dougherty succeeded 
in his immediate object, yet it was at the 
cost of long imprisonment, and perhaps 
of death. The murderer was one of the pe- 
cullar products of city life. The son of de- 
cent parents, he was allowed to grow up on 
the streets and earn a living by theft instead 
of honest labor. At 15 he was a sneak-thief, 
and after serving for some time in that 
branch of the business went on to robbery 
and burglary. In due time he was 
arrested for stabbing one of his pals, for 
rape, and for various other misdeeds set out 
at length in the criminal code, Finally he 
went to the penitentiary for a burglary com- 
mitted in the country, and had just been re- 
leased after serving out his term. Dougherty 
and some of his associates had been out all 
hight drinking. Early in the morning they 
went to this eating-house and had breakfast. 
The check was given to Dougherty, who tried 
to bilk the proprietor. He got into a row 
with the waiter, and, so far as now appears, 
shot him without provocation, unless his 
fear that the man was going for an officer 
could be ealled a provocation. 

This man, hardened criminal as he is, has 
friends who will be able to raise money 
enough to hire a sharp lawyer, who will take 
advantage of every defect in the criminal 
laws of Illinois. It remains to be seen what 
these defects will do for him, and it will be 
interesting to watch how many months or 
years elapse betore this trained criminal re-

COMMENT IN LONDON. 

LONDON, Aug. 17.—The Standard says: “Gen. 
Wolseley’s parading was for an ostensible pur- 
pose, and may have been the best way of con- 
cealing his real intentions. Before now an 
enemy has been deceived by means of the 
press.“ 

Tne Standard further says the lrouclads may 
increase the deception by a bombardment of the 
forts, and at nightfall a fleet of transports may 
steam back to Alexandria again and disembark 
the troops, and the cotire British force fall upon 
Arabi Pasha’s depleted intrenchments in front 
of Ramieh, It is almost certain the reports of 
the landing at Aboukir are spread to throw dust 
in the eyes of Aribi Pasna. 

The Times is quite silent regarding Gen. 
Wolseley's intentions. 

The News draws attention to the fact that 
when Gen. Wolseley wroté the first edition of 
the * Soldier's Pocketbook’ be regarded special 
correspoudents as the modern curses of the 
army inthe ficid. Subsequent events no doubt 
induced him to modify his views, but not to 
such an exteaot that he would tightly take them 
into his confidence witbout reserve. 

THE ATTITUDE OF GERMANY. 

BeRuIN, Aug. 17.—The delay of the Porte in 
accepting the proposal for a military conven- 
tion has considerably irritated the German Gov- 
ernment. Herr Von Hirschfeld, the representa* 
tive at Constantinople, bas been instructed to 
make representations to the Porte concerning 
the feeling of Germany on this subject. The 
Cross Gazette suys: The Porte cannot under- 
take military intervention in Egypt under tbe 
same conditions as it could have intervened in 
July. It Das onty itself to blame for the per- 
maneotly disadvantageous position in which 
Turkey is now placed. England asks no more 
in regard to conducting the military operations 
in Egypt than she did at the time of tne Crimean 
war, when Turkey agreed to her demand with- 
out prejudice to the Sultan's authority.“ 

AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 17.—-Lord Dufferin, the 
British Ambassador, has been tnstructed not to 
press the Porte for a reply concerning the mili- 
tary convention. 

The communications of Lord Dufferin with the 
Porte the last few davs referred to the transport 
of mules and oxen to Egypt, which it is reported 
the Porte is inclinea to prohibit from the Turk- 
ish dominions. 

Said Pasha, the Turkish Premier and Minister 
of Foreign Affairs and the principal representa- 
tive of the Porte at the conference, has resigned 
the office of Prime Miuister. 

The Arab Sheikh Obeidaliah, Chief of the Kurd 
tribes, bas disappeared. The Governmentis en- 
deavoring to ascertain his whereabouts. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 7—11 p. m.—The re- 
port that Said Pasha has resigned is false. 

THE OPINIONS OF DE FREYCINET. 
Special Cable. 

Paris, Aug. 17.—The Herald's special says: A 
eorrespoudent of the Petit Marseillaise professes 
to have bad an interview with M. de Frey- 
cinet, in the course of which the ex- 
President of the Council is reported to 
bave said that he believed the Egyptian 
question would be speedily settled by England, 
thanks to the assistance that she would receive 
from the Soudan aud the powerful Sheik El 
Supoussi. M. De Freycinet speaks contident- 
ly of Alexandria again becoming a faubourg 
of Marseilles, and expresses the opinion that 
France would do well, after the restoration of 
order, to bring about an amicable understand- 
ing between Eugiand and Turkey, and endeavor 
to get a footing in the Red Sea and Abyssinia. 
Though he says he is skeptical as to the solidity 
of international friendships generally, be thinks 
the policy of egotism on the whole is best for 
nations nowadays. He advocates a parallel 
alliance of the Latin races. In conclusion, he 
doubts whether Prince Bismarck bas cause to 
be delighted with the result of bis Egyptian 
policy. 

DE LESSEDPS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Pants, Aug. 17.—The tollowing telegram, 
dated Ismailia, was received from De Lesseps: 

“The Governor asked me today whether 
the Egyptians could legally cut the fresh water 
canals from Cairoto Ismailia. 1 replied in the 
negative. I shall Communicate my opinion, 
which bas the sanction of legal decisions, to 
Arabi Pasha, who has always scrupulously re- 
spected the rights of the Suez Canal Company.“ 

WAR DISPATCHES, 

GIBRALTAR, Aug. 17.—The transport Prussian 
passed today on ber way to Egypt. 

MALTA, Aug. 17.—The transports Duke of 
Argyll, with pontoon, —— and railway 
compavies of engineers, and the Grecian, with 
a battery of artillery, dave arrived, on the way 
to Egypt. The transports Lusitania, Ludgate, 
Greece, and City of New York have also ar- 
rived, with troops for Egypt. 

Loxpon, Aug. 17.—The store-ship Wye left

COREA. 

ASSASSINATION OF THE KING AND QUBEN. 

Lonxpon, Aug. 17.—Private telegrams received 
in London say the troubles in Corea nave cul- 
mipated in a general insurrection, and the King 
and Queen have been assasinated. The Japa- 
nese legation was attacked by natives belonging 
to the anti-foreign party. Japanese men-of- 
war bave been dispatched to the Seoul River. 
The ijnsurrecuen in Corea bad been in existence 
for several days, and grew directly out of the 
opposition of the great majority of the Coreans 
to the treaties recently entered into by the sov- 
ereigns with England and the United States. 
The treaty with the United States was varticu- 
larly objectionable to the Coreans, as under its 
provisions the country would become almost as 
accessible to foreigners (particularly Americans) 
as China has been recently. The King and Queen 
openiy pretended to favor these treaties on the 
round of progress, but the people never 
believed these pretensions were genuine, and 
claimed thev were the result of undue influence 
if not Open bribery. China ‘sided with the Core- 
anus in opposition to these treaties, especially

States navy, but this Chinese opposition was en- 


tirely diplomatic and secret. The understand- 
ing which arose in China over the alleged asper- 
sions which Commander Sbufeldt was reported 
to have made during his negotiations upon the 
character of the Chinese Empress intensified 
the bitterness of Chinese hostility, and increased 
Chinese activity in the matter; but the attitude 
of the Corean sovereigns remained firm. 
The leaders of the Corean opposition to 
the treaties organe a general political 
movement, and preached for its inspira- 
tion everywhere that the treaties were 
designed for actual transfer of the country to 
foreigners, and succeeded in working upon the 
prejudices of the people against foreign intru- 
sion so as to solidify them against allowing the 
King to carry out the treaties. The result was. 
the sovereigu soon found himself without sup- 
port among the people., and he openly sought 
that of Japan and a few foreigners in the har- 
bor. The Queen openly sided with the King, as 
she had an ambition for foreign associations. 
The dissatisfaction of the Coreans soon became 
insurrectionary, and finally revolutionary, and, 
as was feared, has terminated in the assasina- 
tion of both the King and his Queen. Grave 
complications are likely to result from these as- 
sasinations, and the revolution of the Coreans 
against the treaties will naturally place the 
United States and England in opposition to 
China and Corea, with possibly Russia added to 
the latter and Japan to the former. 

A Japanese military officer in the Corean 
service is among the killed in the Corean revo- 
luuon. 


FRANOE. 
GEN. DUCROT DEAD, 

PARIS, Aug. 17.—Gen. Auguste Alexander Du- 
crot, the well-known French General, is dead. 
He was born at Nevers in 1817, and educated at 
the military academy of St. Cyr. He served in 
Africa with distinction, and afterward in Italy 
in 1850. On June 7, 1465, he was made a General 
of Division, and commanded the Strasbourg De- 
partment in 1869. At the outbreak of the Prus- 
sian war he took 4 division under MacMahon, 
and, after the battle of Reichshoffen, Aug. 4, 
1870, was promoted to the leadership of 
a corps in MacMahon's new army. 
The ficid of Sedan was the next event of his 
life. Upon the wounding of MacMahon the 
command devolved temporarily on Ducrot, who 
ordered a retreat. Gen. Wimpfren. however, ar- 
rived in time to countermand thig order, and 
deliver the grand army safely over to Von 
Moltke. Ducrot refused to be paroled, and was 
taken to Pont-a-Mousson. From that town he 
escaped in disguise, and was much abused by 
the German press, who believed he bad broken 
bis word of honor. Upon bis arrival at Paris in 
October, Trochu gave bim two corps to com- 
mand, and soon after Ducrot fourht in the 
bloody but indecisive action of Rueil. Nov. 5, 
1870, be received the command of an 
army for the second time. He issued an 
address to his soldiers to the effect that 
be should come back to Paris dead or victorious, 
and lived to bear it repeated in many annoying 
ways. The Germans had no more trouble io 
defeating himthan any other of the French 
commanders, and the grand sortie from Paris 
of Jan. 19, 1871, failed. as was alleged, through 
the slowness of his movements, aithough he was 
generally beld to be a brave soldier and an in- 
trepid leader. He next sat as a Delegate in the 
National Assembly. He also held several pro- 
vincial offices. In 1872 he was made the com- 
mander of the Eighth Army Corps, with bead- 
quarters at Bourges. He also wrote the “ His- 
tory of Sedan,“ a work on Algeria, and several 
other books. 

MOB VIOLENCE. 

Serious disturbances have occurred at Mont 
Soule Sur mines. A mob destroyed the church 
door with dynamite, but the police prevented it 
from attacking the priest's house. 

THE CROPS 
OF EUROPE GENERALLY VERY GOOD, 

Berurx, Aug. li.—in Germany, although 
damaged in afew districts, the grain crops as a 
whole are fully up to the average. In Russia 
the crops in the central and southern provinces, 
which suffered greatly from rains, insects, and 
blight, are considerably under the average. In 
Finland, Courland, Livonia, Rostoff, and the 
Valley of the River Don a good medium har- 
vest has been secured. Througbout Hungary 
tne yield is good, especially in Southern Hun- 
gury, where the wheat, rye, and maize crops 
are excellent. In European Turkey they are 
superior to any since 1872. In Sweden and Nor- 
way they area fair average. The rains ruined 
two-thirds of the harvest in Bohemia. The 
potato crop of Galicia and Bohemia was de- 
stroyed, and beet roots suffered severely.

SOUTH AFRICA, 

Cape Town, Aug. 17.—Nathaniel James Merri- 

man, Bishop of Grahametown, is dead. 
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Mr. Alfred Guthrie, of this city, died vester- 
day, after a lingering illness, aged 77. He was 
one of the early settiers, having come to Chica- 
go in 1845. Ue was the son of Samuel Gutbrie, 
the discoverer of chioroform and the inventor 
of percussion powder, and aided his father in 
the laboratory while making the experiments. 
Mr. Guthrie inherited the inventive qualities ot 
bis father in considerable degree. o planned 
the pumping-works which for many years be- 
fore the deepening ot the Lilinois & Michi- 
gun Canal wus completed fed the 
canal with water from Chicago River, 
and the works were for mauy years under his 
direction. He, with Mr. E. B. Talcott, for many 
years engineer of the canal, drew up the United 
States Steamboat Inspection law, and was 
largely instrumental iu obtaining its passage in 
1851. and be was avpointed Supervising Inspect- 
or under its provisions, in the Eigbth District, 
which included the lake region—an oltice which 
be held for eight years. He bad been for some 
time engaged upon the invention of an un- 
proved water- meter, which his death leaves im- 
perfected. His sons, Messers. O. and W. Guthrie, 
of this city, are well-known citizens. Mr. 
Gutbrie was a man of the strictest integrity, a 
good neighbour, and highly respected by every 
one who knew him. His tuneral will be private 
from bis late residence, 3203 Indiava avenue.

THE MISSISSIPPI, 
THE COMMISSION STILL IN SESSION, 
Special Dispatth to The Uhteago Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 17.—At the morning session 
of the Mississippi River Commission today, R. 8. 
Wilson. a banker of this city who is interested in 
the construction of the New Orleans & Memphis 
Railroad, nod in progress, made an address on 
the subject df levee construction and mainte- 
nance in connecuon with railroads, urging that 
the Government ought to build the levees, but 
that the safest and cheapest way of maintaining 
them in good condition is to let railroad compa- 
nies lay their tracks upon them, ou condition 
that the companies will bear the expense of 
maintenance. 

After Mr. Wilson had finished the commission 
returned to the consideration of the allotment 
of the money at its disposal. locidental to the 
consideration of this subject there was a great 
deal of discussion as to the changes going on iu 
the bed of the river, and the character of the 
work necessary to protect the surrounding 
country from overtiow, and to render the 
river itself more navigable. It was 


pointed out that, from an engineering point 
of view, the Red and Atebafalaya Kivers may 
be considered as forming one river running ap- 
proximately parallel with the Mississippi. Bo- 
tween the river formed by these two and the 
Mississippi there is a connection. The Missis- 
sippi shows a very marked tendency to throw off 
a part of its water through this connection, 
thus enlarging the connection and, the Ateha- 
failaya. It is apprehended. that this process 
may continue until the main outlet of the Mis- 
sissippi be made through tbis connection and 
down the Atchafalaya. To prevent this 
change of channet is considered one 
of the important objects of the work 
of the commission. It is under consideration to 
effect this object by closing the connection be- 
tween the Mississippi and the Atchafalaya just 
referred to, ana wiving navigable access to the 
Ned and Atchafalaya through a system of locks 
in the Bayou Piaquemines. There was some 
discussion as to the work required at the mouth 
of the Mississippi. That part of the Mississippi 
for four or five miles above the passes is shown 
by comparative surveys to have been shoaiing 
in the last fifteen or twenty peers. It 
is probable ‘that work will 

be necessary to check the progress 
of this shoaifng by closing the outlets which 
have been opened by storms and other causes 
between the river and sea across the narrow 
strips of marsh-lands which constitute the 
river- banks. 

The commission finally decided to recommend 
the approximate element of the appropriation 
of $4,123,000 for the river below Cairo, as 
follows: For continuation of the work 
at Pium Point, sixty miles above Mem- 
phis, 800.000: for cootinuauon of 
work at Lake Providence, sixty miles 
Vicksburg, #700,000; for beginning work at New 
Madrid, seventy miles below Cairo, $800,000; for 
beginning work in the vicinity of Memphis, and 
for the continuation of work already begun in 
Memphis harbor, $300,000; for various harbor 
works, in addition to balances now available, 
$125,000; for the repairs of levees by the closing 
of existing gaps, $1,500,000; unallotted for con- 
tingencies, $100,000. 

The levee work will probably be begun on the 
east bank of the river a few miles above the 
mouth of the Yazoo, and continued upward, and 
on the west bank several miles above the 
mouth of the Red Kiver, and continued upward. 
A sum in the neigbborbood of $500,000 has been 
raised by local authorities for levee construc- 
tion at various points, and the commission has 
recommended that that money be applied in 
such a way as to secure, in connection with the 
work done by the Government, continuity of 
levee lives from below upward. The doctrine 
laid down by the commission in regard to the 
building of levees is that they sbould begin 
from below and continue upward, the effect on 
the navigation of the river demanding that that 
should be the metbod of construction, and for 
that reason the commission, in arranging the 
disposition of its own funds, has dad promi- 
nently in view the amount of work likely to be 
done by local authorities.

THE HEAD-TAX. 


THE STEAMSHIP LINES MUST COME TO THE 
FRONT. 
Special Dispotch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 17.—Collector Robertson has 
informed the agents of the various steamship 
lines that under the Emigration law recently 
passed they will be obliged to pay a head-tax of 
0 cents forevery alien passenger landed bere. 
This will include cabin passengers as well as 
immigrants, and will also tax the coastwise ves- 
sels coming from Canada, Cuba, Mexico, and 
Central and South America. Mesars. Alexander 
& Son have already paid u tax of 50 cents per 
head for the alien cabin passengers landed 
bere by two of their steamships 
from Havana since the law went 
into effect. Mr. Alexavder paid the 
money to Collector Kobertson under protest. 
One of Ward & Co.’s Havana steamers. which 
arrived a few days ago, was cbarged 50 cents for 
each of the alien cabin passengers which she 
landed here. The money was promptly paid 
without protest. 

Gustav Schwab, the agent of the North Ger- 
man Lioyd Line, said that the European steam- 
sbip companies would probably pay the 50 cents 
for each alien cubin passenger under protest, 
but it was not a matter of very great impor- 
tance, and the companies probably would not 
contest the constitutionality of the law. 

Aasistant-Superintendent Hinzman, of Castle 
Garden, stated today that an appreciable per 
cent of the cabin passengers wbo arrived here 
from Europe became paupers in the end. Sev- 
eral Counts and other foreign noblemen had 
been inmates of the Ward's Island institutions. 
and some bad died there. It is still quite com- 
mon, Mr. Hinzman said, for persons of good 
standing in Germany to send the “biack sheep 
of the family to this country, and the latter not 
infrequently came to the Commissioners of Em- 
igration for assistance.

THE YELLOW. FE VRR. 


The National Board of Health. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 17.—The National 
Board of Health has received a report from 
Surgeon Owen, United States navy, at Pensa- 
cola, stating that, on tne 15th inst., the mate of 
the Spanish bark Sileta, at Sulltvan's wharf, 
died of yellow-fever, and that three men were 
sick on board, also that the bark wus towed to 
sea a few hours after the death occurred. He 
states that great excitement brevatls at Pensa- 
cola, as there are rumors of other cases of fever 
among the shipping. 

Controller Lawrence has given an opinion that 
the National Board of Health is authorized to 
select local boards, and that quarantine stations 
will be aided from the appropriauon of $50,000, 
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At Brownsville and Hatamoras Ycs- 
terday. 

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 17.—Twenty-one 
cases of yellow fever were reported today, sev- 
enteen Mexicans and four Americans, Two 
Mexicans and one Americah died. A boy 9% 
years old, six negroes, and a Frenchman, all 
afflicted with fever, reached the outskirts of 
the city from Tampico, and were taken in 
charge by the quarantine autborities. 

There were eight Jeaths in Matamoras during 
the last twenty-four bours, but there have been 
few new Cases.

State Board have been unable to agree as to 
wavs and theans to control or prevent (be & read 
of the disense, the Doctor does not thin the 
present slight alarm would bave ovcurred. The 
Mississippi Board of Health bas established 
quarantine stations on the river and in the in- 
terior of the State. and with the F which 
the board bas at its disposal would, in bis opin- 
ion. effectually prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease. The policy of the Louis.ana board bad al- 
ways been to suppress tue publication as far as 
possibie of ali facts tn regard to the presence of 
yeliow-tever, and although tue diseuse had not 
assumed alarming proportions in New Orleans, 
the board had commenced to carry out its policy 
ot suppression.

The meeting passed a resolution regu- 
lating the production per day not to exceed 40 
per cent of the full running cupacity, tbus cre- 
ating a pool similar in effect to those of the rail- 
roads in the regulation ot their freight and other 
business. It was decided that the new pool 
should go into effect Sept. 1. The price for pur- 

capacity was tixed at 15 cents per bushel 
for the first nine months, the cattle-feeding sea- 
son, and 7% cents for the remaining three 

To give stability to the pool it was re- 

solved to levy a tax of $1 on each bushel of the

THE CROPS. 


Reports from the Great Food-Produ- 
cing Begions of the West and North- 
west. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Sr. Paul., Miun., Aug. 17.—The general crop 
situation is uuchanged. The weather along all 
the railroad lines leading from St. Paul and 
Minneapojis was reported clear and pieasant. 
At all stations on the Eastern Division of the 
Omaha it was clear and hot; Northern Division, 
clear and bot, and the same on the St. Paul, 
Sioux City, and Nebraska Divisions. Reports 
from the country wheat-sections were few, but 


all were of the same tenor as those of a day or 
two past. New wheat is being shipped from Big 
Lake, forty-seven miles from St. Paul, 
on the Fergus Falls Division of the St. 
Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba. Oneconsigoment 
of three cars for Minneapolis came in yesterday. 
The wheat averaged sixteen bushels to the 
acre and fifty-seven pounds to the bushel. More 
will probably follow. Col. John T. West, of 
Minneapolis, who bas recently returned from a 
trip over the Hastings & Dakota Division of the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, brings glowing accounts 
of the crop-pruspects all along the line. Before 
the reapers were turned into the fields the yield 
of wheat was estimated at forty bushels per 
acre in some localities, aud the first returns 
from the thrashers at Aberdeen on Wednes- 
day very nearly justify these seemingly 
sanguine predictions. O& Wednesday evening 
Superintendent C. H. Prior, of the Milwaukee 
& St Paul, received the following private teie- 
gram and ura reliable report of the yieid of 
wheat near Aberdeen: 

“ ABERDEEN, Aug. 16.—To C. H. Prior: My 
wheat thrashed today; seventeen and one-half 
acres; total yield. 650 busnels, or thirty-seven 
bushels per acre, ali No. 1, and weighing sixty- 
one pounds per bushel. S. H. JUMPER.” 

Col. West states that many fields on the Has- 
tings & Dakota looked fully as well as Mr. Jum- 
per's before cutting commenced, and the yield 
will fully equal that above recorded. 


Less Encouraging Reports of the Out- 
look iu Kentucky—Wet Weather Has 
Damaged the Crops. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 17.—In conversation 
with farmers from different parts of the 
State, a reporter learns that crop-prospects are 
not near so encouraging as they were a month 
ago. General complaint is of too much rain. 
In many districts of the State lying east of the 
city creeks and small streams have been over 
their banks, and whole ficids of grain and to- 


bacco bave been partly or wholly destroyed. It 
is the general — ey that the yield of wheat 
and oats will be short of an  aver- 
age. The outlook for corn is some- 
what better, but as much depends 
upon September itis yet early to speak with 
any degree of certainty. Early frosts are now 


cations are that the crop will go fully up to an 
average. In many parts of the State tobacco 
has suffered from wet and insects to such an ex- 
tent that in many places not more than five- 
eighths or three-quarters of an average yieid 
will be realized, and the crop will not only be 
light in quantity but inferior in quality. The 
bright promises of a large crop that were so en- 
couraging a short time back have been over- 
thrown by the ravages of insects, and continued 
rains in many localities have beaten plants into 
the round to sucban extent as to muterially 
degrade the quality of the staple that 
wil be gathered. From reports ob- 
tained through conversations with half 
a dozen planters, it appears that tobacco 
has suffered more than any other crop, and the 
caiculatuons that were predicated on an average 
yield have all been overthrown. One gentie- 
mau informed a reporter, however, that there 
wus considerabie of last year’s crop still heid in 
first hands, and the deficiency this year will not 
materiaily affect the market. 


Progresses of the Harvest and Outlook 
for Corn in Michigan. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

HOLLAND, Mich., Aug. 17.—As thrashing pro- 
gresses farmers report that the supposed injury 
by the late wet and muggy weather to the wheat 
is a great deal less than expected, but the wheat 
is smaller of berry or kernel than last year, and 
in consequence many who supposed or had esti- 
mated to harvest twenty-five bushels per acre 
thrashed but twenty or twenty-one bushels. 
Others who had expected to get thirty measured 
but twenty-five busbels to the acre. A farmer 
in Overisel, Allegan County, ten miles southeast 
from bere, has just tinished harvesting ninety 
acres of splendid wheat. The inerease of acre- 
age over last year is considerable, and the jarg- 
est crop ever barvested is now being tbrashed 
and marketed at from 8 cents to $1 per busbel. 
This inciudes the two southern tiers of town- 
ships of Ottawa County and northern tier of 
Allegan County. Corn is growing fast and prom- 
ises a fair average crop if the frost does not 
come too early. 


Oats in Putnam County, Filinois, a Dis- 
appointment—Corn Poor. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Pyrxau, III., Aug. 17.—Harvest is over and 
thrashing in full blast. Oats are a disappoint- 
ment. Oats that were expected to yield forty to 
sixty bushe.s per acre only thrash twenty-two 
to forty, with an average of twenty-five to 
thirty. Rye. while not a large yield, is a fair ay- 
erage; winter wheat good; spring wheat minus. 
Corn in this (Putnam) and surrounding coun- 
ties, with a favorable fall, cannot make much 
over half a crop. Your correspondent exam- 
ined several fields today and found a very sburt 

rowth of stalk, nearly one-fourth entirely 

rowned out, and fleids that seem to be all in 
tassel, but little over one-balf the stalks have a 
shoot or silk. Whether it ever will silk out is u 
question of time. However, a few pieces of corn 
on sand prairie look very tine, but need rain at 
this writing. 2 


Poor Prospects for Corn in 
County, Indiana.

Perv, Ind., Aug. 17.—The late rains that have 
continued for several days have in nowise in- 
jured the corn. Reports from farmers say that 
the yield of corn will not be up to the average, 
however, in tuis county.

EQUALIZING TAXES. 


Interesting Figures Relating to 
Business Property in the 
Heart of the City. 


Hugh Maher Makes an Affidavit as 
to the Value of Pullman. 


The Committee on Equalization of Taxes held 
an important session yesterday morning, and 
many interesting facts were developed during 
the meeting. In response to the notice sent to 
each of the Assessors in the thirty-two towns of 
the county to be present yesterday for the pur- 
pose of consultation, the following eight towns 
alone were represented: North and West Chi- 
cago, Barrington, Palatine, Lyons, Riverside, 
Lake View, and Jefferson. 

A statement was presented by Commissioner 
Donnersberger, showing the reductions of this 
year’s assessments in various country towns, 
which are of interest. In Lemont the Asses- 
sor’s valuauon is $30,000 less than last year; in 
the Town of Lyons, 813.000 less; in Maine, $2,000 
less: in New Trier, $25,000 less; in Northfield, 
$5,000 less; in Palos, $10,000 less; in Riverside, 
$2,000 less; in Wheeling, $2,000 less. 

The Town of Hyde Park reports an increasejin 
der-real estate assessment of $1,500,000 over last 
year, and its personal property tax has in- 
creased $60,000. These figures place Hyde Park 
us the fourth townin the county as regards its 
valuation of property, South Chicago ranking 
first, West Chicago second, and North Chicago 
third. 

The real-estate assessment in tne Town of 
Lake has been increased $400,000 and the per- 
sonal property tax $100,000 over last year. 

Chairman nnersberger also called the at- 
tention of the committee to the extraordinary 
assessments in South Chicago, and submitted a 
table which he had prepared showing the vaiua- 
tion pul upon property located in the very heart 
of the business section of the city. lu the Origi- 
nal 3 of Chicago the followug figures were 
found:

Assessor Sherman, of Riverside, satisfactorily 
expiained the reduction of $2,000 in his town, 
and the Assessors of Lake View and Jefferson, 
showing increased assessments, were dismissed. 

Assessor Chase, of North Chicago, answered 
the complaint from the Soldiers’ Home, praying 
that its assessments be removed, and stated that 
the premises having been leased for other pur- 
poses, its charter had been forfeited, and there- 
fore the property was liable for taxes. 

The question of assessinents on vessels was 
taken 7 It appeared that 121 vessel had been 
assessed both in West and South Chicago, and 
that five vessels had been assessed in each of 
the Chicago towns. 

Upon wotion of Commissioner Sommer, the 
Assessors were instructed to assess vessels in 
the town where the owners reside. This will 
necessitate a great deal of additional work, and 
will materially change the books of the towns. 

THE REPORTER QUESTIONED 
several people who ought to know the value of 
Chicago business property as to Assessor Drake's 
vsluation, the universal opinion being that tne 
assessments based on these valuations were en- 
tirely too low—in some cases 80 low as to seem 
ridiculous. The idea of valuing Block 13, Fort 
Dearborn Addition, at $1,800,000, which is three 
times the assessinent returned by Mr. Drake, is 
looked upon as absurd, when it must 
be admitted § that $2,000,000 would not 
buy the State street side of the block. 
The committee took no action in regard to the 
facts brought out by Chairman Donnersberger, 
but it is not unlikely that something will be done 
to increase the assessments in the districts re- 
ferred to.

ANOTHER SUICIDE. 


A Bad Eoding to a Dissolute Life. 

Wednesday night about 8 o’clock Dr. J. H. 
Burchmore was called to attend a man named 
Albert J. Jenks, a son of Chancellor Jenks, of 
North Evanston, at whose house the sick man 
was lying. It was found that he had taken mor- 
phine, and all antidotes and “mechanical reme- 
dies were at once applied. He continued togrow 
worse, however, until at a quarter before ll yes- 
terday morning he died. The case would be 
startling enough for that quiet town if there 
were no more to be related than the mere fact 
of the suicide. But upon the best authority ob- 
tainable, it seems to be clearly proved that he 


was no other than the man for whom the police 


were looking as an alleged forger. Yesterday’s 
apers coutained a description of this latter 
individual and some of his doings, in 
which it was stated that he had forged two spe- 
cific checks on the First National Bank of Chi- 
cago,and had been engaged in a number of 
crooked real-estate transactions. Asa fugitive 
from justice bis race is now run, and the officers 
need baunt bis tracks no longer. The family 
are very respectable people, Chancellor Jenks 
having been a Trustee of the village for years 
and a large real-estate owner in Chicago and the 
vicinity. The young man had been drinking 
pretty freely of late, it is said, and lately re- 
turned from Texas, after telegrapbing to his 
father to know it he should do so. He was at 
Evanston last evening, and procured bis mor- 
bine at a drug-store on an order from a Dr. 
gaker, of Grayville, near Jefferson, where he 
married his wife. He leaves several children 
and a widow.

Closing Sessions of the American Asso- 
ciation of Educators, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune.

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The High Joints Pursue the July 
Wheat Investigation. 


Closing of the Testimony for the Com- 
plainants and High Prices. - 


Witnesses for the Other Side Testify to 
- Manipulation and a Corner. 


Business on the Board Very Dull—Everybody 
Waiting for the Verdict. 


The High Joints Again Considering 
the July Wheat Deal. 

The Committee on the July Wheat Deal re- 
sumed its session yesterday at 3 o'clock p. m. 

Mr. Lindbloom was recalled, and said he de- 
sired to currect a statement made the day be- 
fore, that instead of buying 30,000 of July wheat 
during the mouth of July he only bought 10,000. 
The witness said that on the last day of Juiy he 
solid 50,000 bushels at $1.35 to Kolson. 

As to the question asked Wednesday how 
much July No.2spring wheat be sold during 
the month of July, the witness made a long 
Statement questioning the right of the com- 
mittee to inquire into the matter and the com- 
mittee ruled that they would not compel the 
witness to answer, and that he might do as he 
chose. 

The question was repeated as to how much 
July No.2 spring wheat which the witness had 
previously bought was undelivered or defaulted 
on to him at the close of business on the last day 
of July. The witness refused to answer the 
question, claiming that it was his private busi- 
ness, which he was not bound to disclose. Mr. 


Wrigbt asked that the witness should be dis- 


ciplined under Sec. 10, Rule 4, but the commit- 


tee ruled as before—that he might answer or 
not, as he chose. 

THE WITNESS GREEN WAS RECALLED, 
and stated that bis firm delivered wheat during 
the montn of July as follows: 40,000 bushels to 
J. T. Lester & Co., 10,000 to McCormick, Adams 
& Co., 5,000 to W. 8. Warren, 5,000 to Young & 
Co., 10.000 to D. H. Denton & Co., 5,000 to G. C. 
Barth & Co., 15,000 to Kovert Lindbloom, 10,000 
to-George 0. Walker, 5.000 to R. F. Murphey, 
10,000 to 8. H. Larminie, 10.000 to Aldrich & 
Fisher, 5,000 to Poole, Kent & Co., 100,000 to 
Eldridge & Bellas, 25,000 to W. R. Linn, 5,000 to 
Dwight & Gillett, 5,000 to Pickering & Co., 10,000 
to Martin & Bennett, all exclusive of deals the 
last of July. 

Mr. Baldwin was recalled, and the question 
repeated whether he had any No. 2 July spring 
wheat that was defaulted, and he refused to 
answer. 

George C. Ball was called on the part of the 
com piainant, and stated that he was a member 
of the board; that bis house soid July wheat in 
settiement at $1.35; to E. A. Driver & Co., 25,000 
busheis on the last day of the month; also 25,000 
bought of Hepburn & Smith, which was sold to 
them in direct settlement at the same price. 


THE WITNESS NORTON WAS RECALLED 


and said he would answer some of the qvestions 
which were asked him the day before. He said 
the purchase of wheat on the 20thof July was 
made by Mr. Munn from Mr. Kershaw; that the 
totai quantity of July spring wheat bought dur- 
ing July was 15.000 bushels; the total quantity of 
cash wheat bought during July was 5.000 bush- 
els. These were excepting the two 8,000 bushel 
lots. The total quantity of July spring wheat 
sold during July was 170,000. The witness re- 
fused to answer in regard to the quantity de- 
faulted on to his house and the quantity they 
detaulted on as being their own private busi- 
ness. 

Israel P. Rumsey was called by the complain- 
ants, but, being instructed that be need not an- 
swer questions unless he chose, was excused 
after stating that the price of wheat on the 
board the last day of July was $1.34 to $1.36. 

The complainants then read in evidence the 
affidavit of William 8. Timerman, who stated 
that his firm bad in their warehouse in St. Paul, 
on the dist day of July, 1582, 108,805 bushels of 


.8iwinag wheat, heid for millers for flouring pur- 


prises. 

Mr. Brine submitted fourteen affidavits in a 
lump, being from different parties in various 
parts of the country, on the subject of the price 
of wheat, and the amount on hand and kept for 
milling purposes, on the 3ist day of July, two or 
three of which were ruled out on the ground 
that the witnesses could be produced before 
the commitice. 

Mr. Wright endeavored to get the committee to 
agree to inform bim what portion of the afhdavits 
filed they considered material, so that he couid 
have an Opportunity to contradict them; but the 
committee thougut he had better examine them 
and conjradict such parts as he thought were 
material. 

TESTIMONY FOR THE CONTESTANTS. 

The complainants announced that their testi- 
mony was closed, and tne contestants called C. 
J. Gilbert. who said he was a member of the 
board, and had been fora great many years. 
The witness stated that he sold 20,000 bushels of 
No. 2 spring wheat during the month of July, 
and delivered 15,000. 

Abram Poole was sworn, and said he wasa 
member of the Board of Trade, and had been 
for a great many years. That his house settled 
a large amount of No. 2 wheat during July with 
various parties, some larwe amounts with Will- 
iam Young & Co., and some witb Irwin, Orr & 
Co., some with Lindbloom; that hesettled 100,000 
from $1.29% to $1.30 in June. 

Mr. Brine moved that the tast statement be 
stricken out On the ground that the committee 
were only investigating the prices in July. The 
witness claimed that be was talking about July 
spring wheat, and this was pertinemg to that 
subject; that the July deal started in May, and 
ali the mischief was done before the Ist of July. 
Tre committee sustained the objection. 

The witness said be settled 75,000 bushels in 
July with various parties from $1.29 to $1.33, 
but in regard to settlemeat with Irwin, Orr & 
Co. be made arrangements with T. J. Kershaw; 
that Mr. Irwin and himself went to Mr. Ker- 
shaw; that de tried to settle 50,000 with Philip 
D. Armour at Mr. Irwin's request, and Mr. 
Armour told him to 


GO ON THE MARKET AND BUY THE WHEAT. 


The witness said that he judged that tne 
market was manipulated, squeezed, or cornered, 
and his reason for so thinking was that No. 2 
spring wheat was selling from $1.26 to $1.36 the 
last day of July, and No. 2 red wheat was selling 
from 964 to 98% cents, and August spring wheat 
was sellm at the same price as red wheat. The 
witness was asked to name a price which he 
would consider the outside limit for the value 
of No. 2 spring wheat on the last day of July, 
and said that he desired to take time to answer 
the question, and the committee allowed him 
the privilewe of anawering it at a future session. 
The witness said the market had every appear- 
ance of manipulation, and, being asked if he 
knew the prices were mauipulated, said that he 
did know they were. 

James Van Inwagen said he had been a mem- 
ber of the board about twenty-four years, that 
his house settied during the month of July 
105.000 busbeis July spring wheat, 55,000 bushels 
being with Mr. Kershaw; that he bad 15,000 
bushels of the 85,000 sold to William Young & 
Co., 15,000 to R. Lindbluvuom & Co., 15,000 to Irwin, 
Orr & Co., 40,000 to G. D. Baldwin & Co.; that he 
settled at $1.28 a bushel; chat he has no doubt 
the market was manipulated because it was 80 
much like every other manipulation or corner 
that he had seen during bis experience. Being 
asked if he would name the extreme limit of 
the value of No. 2 spring wbeat on the dlst day 
of July, de said he could state his knowledge. 
which, being objected to, the committee sus- 
tained the objection. Afterwards being asked 
the question direct, what it was worth, he said 
not over $1.10 a busbel; that he knew the prices 
prevailing were manipulated. 

ON CROSS-EXAMINATION, 
he said he knew that the markets were manipu- 
luted from the price, from the fact that the mar- 
ket was bid up several cents a bushel during the 
last two or three days in July; that be saw Mr. 
Eldridge bidding it up as he had seen him do on 
precedi corners. 

W. A. Ray was sworn, and said he had been a 
member of the Board for sixteen years; that he 
traded lightly in July wheat because he was 
forewarned to keep out of the deal, as early as 
— f because the market would be manipulated, 
and that there was a combination to run the 
prices up to $1.50. 

The committee ruled out the question as to 
whether it was generally recognized on the board 
that the market had been manipulated. The 
witness testified that it was a fact that the mar- 
ket bad been cornered or manipulated; that 
early in the month of July the cash witeat was 
evidently in two bands and had disappeared from 
the market entirely; that no deliveries were be- 
ing made, aud that it was utterly impossible to 
make trades except in settlement; that the cash 
wheat has never come on the market since ex- 
cept in isolated parcels; that the market was en- 
grossed, and there could be but one purpose tor 
engrossing it, and that was manipulation; that 
on the last day of July he heard wheat offered 
on the open market as low as $1.31% with- 
out buyers, and immediately afterwards those 
recognized as the brokersof the parties in in- 
terest came in and bid the market up to $1.36; 
that he never heard of any legitimate demand 
for No. 2 spring wheat at the prices, and knew 
of no purpose for which it could be used at that 
price; that be was advised by Mr. Shaw 

TO KEEP OUT OF THE DEAL. 

On eross- examination, the witness being asked 
for other reasons for thinking there was a 
manipulated market, said that there were geu- 
eral ear marks—that is, the continued presence 
of a certain class of brokers ready to buy and 
forestall the market by bidding for property, 
when evidently it was ail in their hands, and no 
one dared to sell it to them; that those brokers 
were Mr. Eidridge, Mr. George Bell, and youug 
Mr. Baldwin, and a few others; also Mr. Shaw. 

H. A. Marble said he had been a member of 
the Board of Trade for twenty years; that nis 
house dealt very tittle in No. 2 July spring wheat, 
if any, and refused to deal in it because the 
market was cornered or manipulated; that he 
tried bard to settie a good deal of wheat; that 
there is no legitimate purchase for which No. 2 
spring wheat could be used at the prices pre- 
vail on the last day of July.

On cross-examination he said N. B. Ream, his 
broker, told him that, but he declined to settle, 
aithough he had bought it for a less price. 


W. G. M’CORMICK TESTIFIED 


that be was a member of the Board of Trade 
and had some deals in No. 2 spring wheat in 
July, and settled a few small lots; that he at- 
tempted to settle with Mr. Kershaw and named 
a price at which he thought it should be settled 
provided Kershaw would settle some June 
wheat, but Kershaw declined. That che amount 
be attempted to settle with Kershaw was about 
100.000 bushels. That this amount had been sold 
principally to Irwin, Orr & Co. and William 
Young & Co. 

The witness was asked if he refused trades at 
any time because the July market was manipu- 
lated.ibut on objection the committee ruled out 
the question. Being asked if the market was 
manipulated, the witness said it was. and that 
he did not trade in Jaly wheat after he ascer- 
tained that fact. He said that he refused trades 
because the market was manipulated, but bis 
answer was ruled out. 

On cross-examination the witness declined to 
state whom he sold the wheat for. The witness 
soid that he offered Kershaw $1.80 for the round 
lots spoken of; that the market was $1.33 or 
$1.34; that this offer included Zune and July 
wheat; that he was aware that a committee sat 
in the month of July on June wheat. Being 
asked what they found the actual value to be, 
the witness stated that the committee did not 
take the actual value into consideration, as he 
understood it. This answer caused a ripple of 
merriment, and brought out the Chairman of 
the committee with the statement that the July 
deal was the one now un ler consideration. The 
witness stated that the varties who manipulated 
the prices were Irwin, Orr & Co., William Young 
& Co., George Eldridge, and others whose names 
be did not remember. Being asked if he swore 

sitively to these parties, he said their actions 
ndicated it, and that they departed from the 
ordinary course of transacting business; that he 
stated it for a fact, and was willmg to give his 
reasons. 

The committee then adjourned to half-past 7. 
EVENING SESSION. 

The committee met at 7:30 p. m., and proceeded 
immediately to business. 

William B. Andrews, the first witness sworn 
testitied that he had been a member uf the Boar 
of Trade about ten years, and was acquainted 
with the general course of the wheat market in 
Chicago during the month of July. 

“From your knowledge and observation was 
the wheat market manipulated?”’ 

The observation of the witness was objected 
to, and he was required to state asfto his knowi- 
edge only. He answered as follows: “I know as 
well as 1 know anything that the market was 
manipulated. I have seen corners run ever 
since I have been here, and this has been run 
the wav the biggest part of them have been 
that have been acknowledged to have been 
corners, and 1 judge from that to a. great ex- 
tent. 

It has been testified here by some parties 
that wheat bad been sold as high as $1.34 and 
$1.36. Did you bear offersof wheat at prices be- 
low those on the board on the last day of the 
mooth?” 

es, sir, I did. Ithink I heard Mr. Erskine 
offer to sell wheat in settlement at $1.27%. That 
was quite early, before they seemed to have the 
— tixed that they were going to put on it that 

ay. 

The witness had heard it offered at other prices 
during the day, but none that were lower. 

Were those legitimate or illegitimate prices?’ 

Well, I don’t think there was anything legit- 
imate about it. I bad 115,000 bushels bought and 
115,000 busheis. stored. I was not short in July 
wheat. We had it sold.“ * 

WE WERE NOT SHORT ON WHEAT. 

We had it soild—50,000 to David Dows, 10,000 I 
think to Irwin, Orr & Co., I think 10,000 to Lind- 
bioom, 10,000 to Nichols, and I think 20,QU0 to 
Ellis & Lightner. I do not think any of those 
parties made any offers in settiement. We tried 
to settle our deals through the month, and we 
would strike these parties, but they hadn't any 
sold and we couldn't settle. Our settling man 
tried his utmost all the montb to settle the 
wheat, and they wouldn't settle without they 
bad a protit voming to them, and the most of 
them hadn't any soid. I was short 10,000 through 
the month for a customer, and 1 told him he 
must buy it ia. I went to Irwin, Orr & Co. and 
bought that 10,000.” 

Was spring wheat on the last day of July 
worth $1.10 for an illegitimate purpose?’ 

**I shouldn't think it was except to fill shorts.” 

“Assuming that there were no shorts to be 
filled, was No. 2 spring wheat worth $1.10 on the 
last day of July? 

After an objection to this question had been 
overruled and the assumption part taken out, 
the witness answered: “Ido not think it was 
worth that if there hadu't been any shorts in the 
market. What it was worth I cannot teil. Ido 
not know the intrinsic value of No. 2 spring 
wheat on the last day of July.“ 

Do you think of any other facts bearing on 
the case that you would like to state to the 
committee?’ 

Jam pretty well informed on matters last 
May, as to what was going on, but I understand 
that was ruled out.”’ 

The committee decided that matters occurring 
in May were not to be considered. And, after 
some Ciscussion on the question, the witness was 
released from the stand. 


B. C. JONES TESTIFIED 


that he was a member of the Board of Trade 
and attempted to sell No. 2 spr wheat in set- 
tlement on the last day of July. he wbeat was 
bought of Culver & Co., and that firm refused to 
settle. The witness offered it in settlement with 
Culver & Co. trom $1.27 down to $l, but was not 
able to sell it. 

On cross-examination the witness stated that 
de did not offer it under $1, but knew no reason 
wae because it could have been done just as 
weil. 


A. Q. Quackenboss testified that he had been 
a member of the Board of Trade twelve or thir- 
teen years; was in the wheat market on the 
Board of Trade during the month of July and on 
the last day of July and was acquainted with 
transactions on the board at that time. 

The witness produced a list of unsettled deals 
which be proposed to read to the committee, but 
the discovery was made that they had been 
made in May, and under the ruling of the com- 
mittee they were exciuded. The witness had 
155,000 bushels unsettled in July. 

Was the price of No. 2 spring wheat.prevail- 
ing during the month and on the last day of the 
2 the legitimate and true value of Wheat? 

„No, sir.“ 

“Can you state to the committee how much 
the enbancement of the valueof No.2 spring 
wheat was ou account of the manipulation, or 
about bow much? 

“I sbould estimate about twenty to twenty- 
five cents. That is the best of my knowledge 
and belief. I couldn't tell now what No. 2 spring 
wheat will be worth tomorrow morning. The 
market closed tonigut at a certain price, and it 
might open tomorrow at a different price. 
couldn't swear to the value of No. 2 spring 
wheat today.” | 

“State the value of No. 2spring wheat to the 
best of your knowledge and belief.“ 

“I should say $1.05. I could not swear to 
wheat having been offered or soid at lower 


prices, but I have heard of trades being made at 


lower prices. 

ON CROSS-EXAMINATION 
the witness stated that several brokers had been 
engaged in manipulating the market, 

* Who manipulated the market? 

**Irwin, Orr & Co., George Baldwin, George C. 
Bali & Co., George Eldridge, and 1 think Mr. 
Rolieson made a trade or two which looked like 
a wash sale.“ 

The witness stated that he knew manipulation 
was a misdemeanor under the rules of the board 
which would deprive guilty parties of their 
franchises, anc persisted in swearing to the best 
of his knowledge and belief that the parties 
named bad been guilty of manipulation. 

“Do you swear that those parties you men- 
tioned manipulated the market for No. 2 wheat 
for extortionate damages? 

“I think so.“ 

“Do you swear positively that they did ma- 
‘Dipulate the market?” 

Well, I can’t swear directly that they did, 
but I thought so, and it was the general impres- 
sion that they did.“ 

The Chairman—The committee understand 
that the witness answers to the best of his 
knowledge and belief. 

Wiiliam W. Bell testified that he was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trade, and was on the board 
in the wheat market during the month of July.

Review of the Produce Markets Wes- 
terday.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks opened dult and steady, were quiet and 
easy, and closed weak. The action of the Bank 
of Engiand in raising the rate of discount and 
the advance in foreign exchange rates almost to 
the specie export point caused some uneasiness. 
There was also some disappointment about the 
Northwestern melon and the Northern Pacific 
preferred dividend. The Executive Committee 
adjourned until today the decision of the scrip 
dividend on Northwestern, and the Directors of 
Northern Pacific have postponed the deciara- 
tion of a diviaend on the preferred stock until 
Dec. B. Texas Pacific was unusually active, 
and at higher prices. New York advices report 
the large speculators bullish in the long run and 
bearish for the immediate turn. The after- 
noon’s decline was attributed to Saratega orders 
toseli. At the close the market was weak and 
unsettied. ; 

Mutual Union was dealt in upon the Stock 
Exchange for the first time. It was quoted at 
ACS. Recent reports that the control of 
this company bad been sold by Jay Gould to the 
Western Unioa are not thought to be accurate. 

Keene’ 8 was the only name prominently men- 
tioved in the gossip of the day. In the morning 
be was reported buying, and during thelast hour 
to be selling. 

Kiernan’s letter said that the Gould party con- 
templates active bulling of Western Union and 
Missouri Pacific. The information comes from 
a source which warrauts consideration degpite 
the many untied predictions of advance in 
these stocks.

Sage is 
said to be putting friends into Wabash pre- 
ferred. 

Wall street gossip said the 8 people 
in the street on money matters thought there 
would be no extreme stringency in money tor 
some time unless operators in the exchange 
combine with the bankers to force higher loans.

THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


Westerday’s Proceedings at the Lake 
Rlutr Convocation. 

At Lake Bluff the Rev. E. K. Young, of Des 
Moines, Ia., a member of the State Central Com- 
mittee during the prohibitory campaign, spoke 
in the morning On the Iowa campaign. He said 
the amendment had grown faster in favor since 
its adoption than before it, and if it were to be 


, Voted on-today it would be carried by 75,000 ma- 


jority. The amendment was adopted because 
the campaign was conducted so as to educate 
the people, and for that reason there was no 
fear ot prohibition losing ground. They bad 
good speakers, and be believed their leader was 
God, and under Him thorough organization. Ou 
the saioonkeepers’ side the organization was 
also good. He was glad to learn that the Demo- 
cratic party had put its foot in it again by put- 
ting an anti-amendment plank in its platform. 
He said many supposed Lowa was a prohibition 
State before because strict measures were 
adovted wheu she became a tate, and explained 
that about tweniy-tive years ago a German 
Lieutenant-Governor had the sale of wine and 
beer excepted, and since then the saloons bad 
sold everything. The Germans, he said, were 
the real power against the amendment; a peo- 

le Who brought their country over with them. 

excepting Des Moines, the German cities voted 
against probibition, while the Irish Catholics 
favored it. Towa needed no third party, and the 
speaker doubted if one were needed anywhere 
else. He cordially thanked the women for their 
help in the campaign. 

Mr. Young, in speaking of the prospects in 
Iowa, made the important statement that 
it was understood that Gov. Sherman wouid 
surely call the Legisiature together in 
December to enact laws under the probibition 
amendment, and by April l every saloon in Iowa 
would be ciosed, except perhaps iu some of the 
river towns. 

Subsequently, Mr. Young stated that his au- 
thority tor saying they expected a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature would be beid early in 
Vecember was Mr. Hofer, editor of the G- 
Gregor News, who learned from Gov. Sherman 
himself that he intended to make the call. Mr. 
Young said that, while the Governor did not at 
first seem to favor calling. the assembly to- 
wether, it was understood that he had recently 
changed his mind and would like to have it con- 
vene at an early day.

He Returned to His Old Swindling Op- 
erations at Madison, Wis., and Was 
Again Arrested.

Today complaint was made by a victimized 
agent in Green County, wuo had been muleted 
to the extent of $25, besides his outlit. Stickles 
was accordinglyre arrested. Ile waived examina- 
tion and was beld to trial. This time he will 
doubtiess receive the full penaity of the law, 
which is eighteen months’ imprisonment and

The Exhibition of Irish Industry 
and Art, at Dublin. 


History of the Undertaking, and De- 
scription of the Buildings. 


The O'Connell Monument in the Capital 
of the Green Isle.

A Project Initiated Twenty Years 490— Foley's 
Statue of the Liberator. 


New York Heratd. 

The Dublin correspondent of the Herald sends 
the following: This is the first exhibition of ex- 
clusively Irish industry and art that has ever 
been hold in Dublin. The idea of a purely Irish 
exhibition took a definit form in the autumn of 
last year, after the passing of the Irish Land 
act. Many complaints had been made that Irish 
industries were languishing and dying out 
through the indifférénce of the Irish people 
themselves: and from the ranks of the National 
party, or, to write more defjnitiy, Mr. Parnell's 
party, there arose the cry. Foster native man- 
ufactures.”’ This was one of the principal pomts 
in the program of the new Land-League organ, 
United Ireland. The Dublin trade societies took 
the matter up warmly, and requisitions to the 
then Lord Mayor calling on bim to convene 
a meeting for the purpose of taking the 
initiatory steps were sou covered with 
signatures. An enthusiastic mecting was 
im mediately afterwards held in 
Mansion House under the presidency of the 
Lord Mayor, and a genera! committee, which in- 
cluded representative business men trom all 
parts of Ireland as well as sevgral members of 
Parliament, was appoluted. The Land- League 
party, in the person of Mr. A. M. Sullivan, M. 
P., Mr. Dawson, M. P. (Lord Mayor elect), and 
Mr. Sexton, M. P., were present and insisted 
upon the views they advocated being properly 
represented in the committee. Their wishes 
were acceded to, and afterward, when the Ex- 
ecutive Committee was elected, they secured a 
fair share of the representation. Guarauteecs to 
the amount of between £20,000 and £50,000 were 
soon secured, offices were taken, secretaries and 


well for the success of the project. But fate 
and the Land League had willed it otherwise, 
The question of patronage had been once or 
twice mentioned, and adetinit proposal was at 
length brought forward to the effect that ner 
Majesty the Queen should be requested to grant 
the exhibition her royal patronage. But the ad- 
vanced section of the committee would not 
listen to an y such proposal and scouted the idea 
of any patronage other than that of the Irish 
peopie themseives. 
NO ROYAL PATRONAGE, 

The proposal that the Queen sbould be nom- 
inated as President came from Belfast. It bad 
a twofold object: in the first plaee, to lend éciat 
to the gz show; and in the second, to obtain 
from South Kensington Museum a large loao of 
works of art of every description, which could 
not be obtained on auy others condition, and 
which it was impossibie to gather together in 
Ireland. Ata meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee early in December the name of Mr. Par- 
nell was put forward in opposition to that of the 
Queen., The meeting broke up in confusion, and 
the representatives of Belfast guarantors with- 
drew in disgust. A few days of angry recrimin- 
ation in the newspapers followed, and on Dec. 14 
the representatives of the Beast Chamber of 
Commerce announced their definit withdrawal 
from the projected exhibition. A fortnight aft- 
erward the General Committee met and by 41 
votes to 21 passed the following resolution: 
“This committee, being of opinion that 
the proposed exhibition should not be 
heid unless ner Most Gracious Majesty the 
Queen can be unanimously requested to 
become its President, and baving regard to the 
ditferences of opinion disclosed in their recent 
meeting and the withdrawal of Beifast from the 
undertaking, resoives to abandon the holding ot 
an exhibition.”” The movey of the eusrantors 
was returned. and the curtain tell on the first 
act of the Irish exhibition drama. When it was 
raised again the scene was changed. Lord- 
Mavor Dawson, who bad been largely instru- 
mental in killing the first project, imincdiately 
atter entering on his year of office, called by 
requisition a meeting of the citizens to consider 
the advisability of taking up the dropped proj- 
ect. Atthis meeting it was resolvea that the 
exhibition should take the form of a limited 
liability company, with a capital of £25,000 in £1 
shares, payable in calls to be fixed by the di- 
rectorate. A body of Directors was appointed 
and the preliminary stepe were quickiy taken. 
But Belfast, the tirst textile fabric manufact- 
uring centre, heid indignantly aloof from this 
new project. The shares in the company, how- 
ever, were rapidly taken up, and the Directors 
soon fouud themselves in a position to issue a 
program and look round for a suitable site. 

THE BUILDINGS, 

At last it was determined to build a new exhi- 
bition palace, and the gardens bebind the cele- 
brated Rotunda were sclected as the most suit- 
able building ground, not only on account of 
their central position, but because the large 
rooms of the Rotunda itself were available as 
auxiliary space for the accommodation of ex- 
hibits. The plans were quickly sketched out, 
and with commendable rapidity the building, 
which is almost entirely of wood, tron, and 
Elass, began tospring up among the trees and 
shrubs of the gardens. K presents a very light 
and airy aspect, although, owing to the agree- 
meut entered into between the company and 
the Governors of the Rotunda Hospital, the 
hight of the main building bas been sadly re- 
stricted—a circumstance which gives it a 
dwarfed or stunted 18 

As regards dimensions, the main hall, which 
runs north and south, is 250 teet in length and 
100 feet in width, roofed in three spans, the cen- 
tral span being fifty and those of the sides twen- 
ty-tive feet wide. The side bays are composed 
of corrugated iron, and the central span is en- 
tirely of glass. In the centre ef the eastern 
facade, which fronts Cavendish row, there js an 
apsidal projection 100 teet wide and fifty feet in 
depth, in front of which the main entrance is 
situated on a level half way between that of the 
ground floor, to whieh descent is made by a few 
steps, and that of the gallery which runs round 
this section of the building. The gallery occu- 
pies the side spans of the main hall and apace, 
and is twenty-tive feet wide, the hight above the 
ground-floor being fifteen feet, the central por- 
tion of the hall being open to the rouf—a clear 
hight of fifty-tbree feet. In the galiery of the 
southern gabie is erected a Magnificent organ 
lent by the Catholic Bishop of Down and Con- 
nor. In the same wgaliery space has been re- 
served for the orchestra. 

Running at right augles to the Main Hall isthe 
Northwest Transept, which is about thirty feet 
in hight, 150 feet in width, and 100 feet long. 
This portion of the premises is devoted exclu- 
sively to tne exhibition of machinery, and the 
great Southern & Western Railway have already 

laced here a locomotive made at their works at 

nebicore. 

Besides the general and machinery exhibits 
there will be an art gallery, which has been con- 
structed atthe northwestern end of the main 
bail. ‘Phe hight of the art gallery is about thirty 
feet, the length 137 feet, and the width thirty- 
two feet. It is lighted entirely from the roof, 
there being no windows. 

The agricultural department, which is totally 
Separate from all the rest of the exhibition 
premises, is built in the northern portion of the 
grounds, and consists of a long hall, twenty-five 
feet wide and z feet long, and a transept run- 
ning south, twenty feet wide and seventy-tive 
feet long. 

Altogether the space at the disposal of the 
company, after deducting porches, passages, 
etc., is about 63,000 square feet, all of which it is 
expected will be fully oecupied. 

THE O'CONNELL MONUMENT, 
New York Heruld. 

Our Dublin correspondent sends the follow. 
ing: Twenty years ago the movement which 
hus resulted in the erection of a truly national 
memorial to O Connell was started in Dublin. 
iu October, 182, a meeting of prominent  citi- 
zens was held in the Mansion House, under the 
Presidency of the Lord Mayor, and an influential 
comméittee was formed for the erection ofa 
national memorial ina prominent position in 
the metropolis. The appeal of the committee to 
theJrisb people was nobly answered. Subscrip- 
tous poured jn from every quarter of the lobe 
Pin which tue Celtic race had found a bome, and 
the inhabitants of the four provinces were not a 
whit behind their absent brethren in their con- 
tributions.- After long and anxious discussion 
and the fullest consideration of ail the designs 
and€nodeis submitted for competition the com- 
mittee on the &th of April, 1870, unanimously ap- 
proves and selected the design of Mr. John H. 

oley, R. A., the eminent Irish sculptor, 
who had labored successfully to produce 
a work which will rank among the nest 
examples of bjs genius. For the completion of 
Foley's design the committee stipulated to pay 
£12,500. Previous to the selection of the design, 
however, on the 5th of August, 1564, the founda- 
tion-stone of the monument was laid in Lower 
Sackville street, within a few yards of the 
bridge then called after the Earl of Carlisle, but 
now appropfiately renamed after O’Connell. The 
stone was laid by the * Hon. Peter Paul Me- 
Sweeny, the then Lord Mayor; under circum- 
stances of great magnificence. procession. 
which was composed of fully a quarter of a 
million persons, embraced representatives of 
every social clement in the Kingaom,

t was fondly anticipated that the unveil 
the nationai monument would form a — — 
feature in the centenary celebration of Aug. 6, 
1875, but this was found to be impossible.

of the completion vf his noble work the eminent 
sculptor was cut off in the noon of bis fame. 
The committee immediately entered into cor- 
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pondence with the legal representatives of 

deceased artist, that the work — 
to be completed from al designs within 
three years, and Mr. Foley's talented ——— — 
Mr. Brock, undertook the task left unfinisbe 
by His great master. Previous to the death of 
Foley a bitter dispute, which attracted much at- 
teution at the timo, nad taken place in the com- 
mittee as to whether the colossal figure of 
O'Connell which surmounts the memorial should 
be represented with or without the celebrated 
cloak which had been as familiar iu the eyes of 
the people of Ireland as the face of the Liber- 
ator bimself. The “cloak” and “no cloak 
parties fought their battle out to the bitter end, 
but ultimately the “cloak” section carried tneir 
point triumphantly, and, without doubt, in ac- 
cord with the preponderance of public senti- 
ment, and on Aug. 1 the figure will, when un- 
veiled, appear before the eyes of the citizens of 
Dublin clad in the grand old Irish aristocratic 
garment. Although there was no prospect of 
the statue being completed for the centenary 
celebration of 1875, a small model was erected 
on the chosen site, and it formed an at- 
tractive feature in the proceedings of 
perhaps. the wost remarkable day ever 
witnessed in the Irish Capital. Years 
rolled rapidly past, and there was no 
sien of the long talked of and long looked for 
memorial. Carlisle Bridge was rebuilt and re- 
named O'Connell Bridge, and then tbe coutractor 
set to work on the base of the monument—a task 
which bas dragged slowly along toward com ple- 
tion during the last two years. The foundation 
was no sooner laid than it was found that the 
flight ot granit steps surrounding the base 
would materially interfere even witb the broad 
thorougbtare of Sackville street, which at this 
point is 152 feet wide. After many protests from 
the citizens the corporation compelled the com- 
mittee to reduce the buse by four feet all round. 
This additional work caused further delay, and 
the sculptor found bis task a much more dim- 
cult and laborious one than he had anticipated; 
so difucult, indeed, that he was compelled to ask 
for an extension of time, and even at the last 
moment be is unable to complete the four 
winged Victories which it is intended shall be 
sented on the projecting corners of the base. 
When it was decided to unveil the statue and 
open the National Exhibition on the same day a 
successful effort was made to complete the 
principal tigure, the colossal statue of O Con- 
nell, which now surmounts the magnificent 
structure. 

THE MEMORIAL 


consists of three distinct parts—the square, solid 
base or podium, which inciudes two gradients; 
the cylindrical drum, resting on the base, with 
tifty alleworieal tigures in high alto relievo, and 
above, crowning the whole, O'Connell. The 
pediment is of granit, with the arms of each of 
the four provinces in the centre of each of the 
respective upright faces. Projecting from the 
four corners of the base are the winged Vieto- 
ries already mentioned as not yet cotn pleted. 
They are seated figures, representing Victory 
by patriotism, who grasps a sword in her right 
hand and holds a shield on her left arm; Victory 
by fidelity, holding the mariner's compass— 
True as the needie to the pole it loves —and 
caressing the head of a hound, a living type of 
constaney; Victory by courage, strangling with 
one hand a serpent, while. she crushes its writh- 
ing body under ber foot, and in her other hold- 
ing the bound bundie of reeds, symbolizing the 
strength of weak materials affected by union; 
and Victory by eloquence, holding in ber ieft 
hand the roll of documents by which sue sup- 
ports the arguments of ber cause, while the 
right is gracefully outstretched in the attitude 
ot oratory. The wings of these figures dre 
considerably elevated, and impart great sym- 
bolic boldness to the lower rt of the 
monument. The drum or cylinder which 
surmouuts the base is, perhaps. one of the most 
striking and expressive features ever imparted 
toany public monument. It coptains vo less 
than tifty igures, fourteen of which are in such 
hight relief that they appear almost as distinct 
statues. On the front of the drum isa figure of 
Erin, eight feet in bight, trampli under foot 
ber disearded fetters, ber left hand grasping the 
act of Emancipation, inscribed with its title and 
date, 1820, and her left pointing to the statue of 
the Liberator, which towers above. On her im- 
mediate left is a Catholic Bishop leading a 
youth by the band and pointing to the charter 
of freedom in Erin's grasp, as though impressing 
upon him its significance; and in a Kuot around 
the Bishop, listening to his words, are a number 
ot priests, forming a group representative of the 
church. Following these, iu the order named. 
are the historian with his volume, the painter 
with the materials of bis art, and the musician. 
Here Foley has introduced a striking and novel 
appreciation of the fituess of things which char- 
acterized his best productions, and in none more 
signally than in this, his last work. In the hand 
ot the musician he has placed a scroll of music 
ou which are legible the words and score of the 
air of Moore's spirited melody, so frequently 
quoted by O'Connell: 
“O where's the slave so lowly, 
Coudemned to chaius unholy, 
Who, could be burst 
His bonds at first, 
Would pine beneath them slowly?’ 

Next in the group come the artisan with bis 
kit of tools, the soldier and the sailor side by 
side, the peer and the.commoner ou equal foot- 
ing, discussing the act of Emancipation and its 
effects, the doctors of law and medicine in their 
academic robes, the man of science, the archi- 
tect, the merchant, the representative of civic 
autbority in municipal robes, and the peasantry 
of various types. Upon the sbaft itself, in very 
slight reliel, are indicated the Scads of the mul- 
titude, cagerly preasing forward to learn the 
full meaning and operation of the act, while the 
summit is euncireled by a rich cornice displaying 
the shamrock, leaves and biossoms being placed 
alternutely. Towering above this splendid 
structure will stand the statue of O'Connell. 
habited in the garb so familiar to the veople of 
Ireland during tue long Emancipation 
struggle. one hand in the breast of 
his buttoued- up frockcoat and the 
other holding a roll of papers; te cloak, which 
was his constant companion, unobtrusively yet 
suitably displayed, and the typical Irish feat- 
ures, beaming with the smile of confident pur- 
pose and kindly humor which endeared bim to 
his tolowers. The dimensions of the monu- 
ment are in keeping with the grandcur of the 
design, as will be understood when it is stated 
that the statue of O'Connell is twelve feet in 
hight; each of the four winged Victories ncas- 
urcs ten feet, the figure of Erin is eight feet, 
those around it being only slightly less, and the 
whole structure rises toan altitude of forty 
tect. The statue, the cylinder of figures, and 
the Victories are cast in bronze, while the archi- 
tectural portions are in granit and limestone. 
As a work of artistic merit this great effort of 
Foley's may be said to be unrivaled.
